Prescriptions for petals and pedals 


Seems like everything's called a 
“clinic” these days — in July and August 
you can attend free clinics to learn how to 
spruce up a sickly begonia or how to oil a 
squeaky bicycle chain. 

The Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society’s annual plant clinics and 
demonstrations will help you smooth the 
ruffled leaves of that jealous African 
violet which has started wilting to protest 
all the attention you’ve been giving your 
tomato plants (or the plants you told the 
inquisitive cop on the block are 
tomatoes). Every Wednesday from 4 to 7 
p.m. throughout the summer, the society 
will answer your questions and give you 
gardening tips. Each week a topic will be 
explored: July 28, ferns; August 4, pests 
and diseases of houseplants; August 11, 
cactus and succulent dish gardens; 
August 18, pinching and pruning; and 
August 25, supermarket gardening. 

The Horticultural Society’s 
plantmobile will be on hand at each 
seminar, and free hand-outs and 
instructions on gardening will be 
available. Feel free to bring your peaked 
plants as well as your questions. If your 
garden, inside or out, is plagued by 
diseases and bugs, bring along a sample 
leaf so the experts can identify the 
problem and suggest a solution. And if 
your plants are suffering from something 
less dramatic than a major blight, such as 
over-enthusiastic watering or lack of sun, 
the Horticultural Society’s staff can 
identify the problem right away. 

The clinics will be held outside 
Horticultural Hall at 300 Mass. Avenue, 


Boston (opposite Symphony Hall) on the 
Falmouth Street side when the weather is 
good, and inside in case of rain. The 
Society's library will be open each 
Wednesday until 7 p.m. And it’s all free. 

If what worries you is the health of your 
10-speed, however, you're probably more 
interested in the Eastern Mountain 
Sports Bike Shop’s bicycle maintenance 
clinics. You’ve already missed clinic no. 1 
— the basics — which covered brake 
adjustment, derailleur adjustment, 
cleaning and lubing the chain, repairing 
flats, and the nuts-and-bolts of nuts and 
bolts. 

But you can still catch the intermediate 
clinic on July 29, when Jon Zisk, resident 
clinician, EMS mechanic and ex-Mid 
Atlantic Conference competitor, will 
teach you about hub cleaning (which has 
nothing to do with litter in Boston), 
lubing, adjusting wheel truing and 
freewheel removal. During the last (and 
most advanced) clinic, on August 5, Zisk 
will discuss headset and bottom brackets, 
frame alignment and how to clean, lube 
and adjust bicycle pedals. If you don’t 
have the foggiest where most of those 
bicycle parts are, don’t be intimidated; I 
suspect that’s the point of the clinics. Just 
imagine yourself in the hands of a doctor 
who doesn’t. know the difference between 
your coccyx and your cranium, and have 
mercy on your bicycle. 

The clinics, which will be held at 1041 
Commonwealth Avenue in Boston, are 
free and begin at 7:30 p.m. For more 
information, call 254-4240.

This colorful closet of a Cuban 
restaurant serves no less than three kinds 
of hot sauce on the table so that no palate, 
regardless of how inclined to immolation, 
will go untitillated. This is important for 
those who, like myself, rather foolishly 


_ insist on re-enacting the Great Chicago 
Fire on.the tongue when eating Latin- 


American and Caribbean food. 

For the more cautious, it will come as 
good news that all of the six entrees tried 
at La Hispanola arrived at the table in a 
state of very mild heat. It’s left up to the 
individual to use either a Louisiana Hot 
Sauce (manufactured in New Jersey), a 
tabasco hot pepper sauce or'a gallon jug of 
absolutely home-made flammable 
material that appeared to contain half the 
artifacts of Western civilization. 

The two nicest dishes — and this owing 
partly to their low oil levels — were 
enchilado de camarones ($3.40), a dozen 
very fresh shrimp prepared in oil, a light 
tomato sauce, with onions, green peppers, 
peas, garlic, and oregano, and a stewed 
fish dish, pescado gizado ($3.25), 
consisting-of two pieces of halibut 
simmered in a similarly light tomato 
mixture. Both were tasty. 

The pollo gizado ($2.50) — stewed 
chicken — was a roy but eee

menu as “chicken rinds” but came closer 
to crisp, deep-fried chunks of chicken 
than to merely pieces of its skin. In any 
case, fabulous finger food. 

The beef selections we had were the 


least successful. The bisteak en cazuela— 


($3.50) was a large, thin and tooth- 
contesting piece of steak with the texture

one would i imagine soft Italian shoes to 
possess. The mildly spicy tomato-based 
sauce was not alarming enough to divert 
one’s attention from the beef’s quality. 
The other beef dish was a picadillo. Now 
picadillo can be made many ways; the 
version with which I’m most familiar is 
made with beef chunks cooked with 
tomatoes, onions, green peppers, garlic, 
cloves, vinegar and raisins, then 
garnished with Spanish olives. It’s a dish 
that derives its unique piquancy from the 
arm-wrestling between the garlic/vinegar 
acidity and the sweetness of the raisins 
and cloves. What La Hispanola served 
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was a saaaiue dish made from ground beef 
and dominated by salt. Peas, onions, and 
garlic gave it flavor, but one that was just 
not interesting enough for me. 

The chicken soup ($1.25) is quite good 
and a meal in itself. The pasta was 
waterlogged, though the stock was rich, 
the portion behemoth-sized, and the 
presence of an entire chicken thigh and 
small green peppers gave it the character 
of a stew. The salad (80 cents) was fairly 
interesting, yet the dressings were 
bottled. The side dishes, one of which 
comes with each entree, were good, 
particularly the fried plantains and the 
moro (rice and black beans). And the flan 
(60 cents) is extremely good and light. 

There is a high grease factor in some 
Cuban dishes — such that one sort of 
slides through a meal — but by and large 
La Hispanola renders Cuban food, not the 
most engrossing cuisine, a satisfying if — 
hardly revolutionary experience.

You say you bought a color television 
last Christmas and it broke down on New 
Year’s Eve? You say you were relieved 
that it had a one-year warranty — until 
you discovered the receipt was dated Dec. 
23, 1965? Stranger things have happened. 
Most shoppers don’t pay much attention 
to the date on cash register receipts, and 
this can be a costly oversight if you need 
to return your purchase or have it 
repaired under a warranty. 

In a survey of retail stores, a dozen 
erroneous dates were discovered on

Thank you for your timely article 
(July 13) on public access to 
Massachusetts beaches. For those who 
don’t want to lobby or litigate I offer 
another solution — bicycling. The beach 
restrictions are all oriented toward 
automobiles, and bicyclists are almost 
always ignored. I have ridden through 
gates, restricted parking lots and private 
access roads, and carried my bicycle 
across the dunes to get to the most 
restricted town beaches in the state. I’ve 
never had a problem with any officials. 

A bicyclist without a car can take a 
boat from Rowe’s Wharf to Nantasket 
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and in an hour cycle to the nicest 
beaches on the South Shore. To go 
north, there are B&M_ bike trains to 
Rockport and Ipswich on weekends and 
a daily boat to Gloucester, all of which 
will take bicyclists and their steeds to 
points near good beaches. With an 
automobile one can park inland and 
then cycle to the beach. 

I certainly hope the restrictions on 
visitors at Massachusetts beaches will 
be eliminated, but I also hope more 
people will ride their bicycles to get 
there. In a society as car-oriented as 
ours, cars no longer free us, but are used 
to control us.

I have just read your Musical 
Instruments supplement (July 13), 
especially the so-called guitar section — 
both the article by Bruce Morgan on 
teachers and the one by Lyle Cello on 
Music Education. I think you failed to 
comprehend the most glaring fact about 
Boston and guitar — that there is 
nothing significant happening, and that 
there is no one doing anything, teaching, 
performing, etc., certainly where 
classical guitar is concerned. The best 
teachers are absolutely nowhere, and 
there are no performers worth hearing. 
The quality of both is so inferior to what 
is to be found in Providence, Portland, 


. Plymouth, parts of Connecticut, Exeter 


and New York City, to mention few, as 
to be laughable. Specific people from 
those places and other places in New 
England are performing throughout the 
US and in Europe, turning students into 
excellent, competent professionals, 
publishing etc. — in short, doing what 
serious musicians are supposed to do. 
New England Conservatory, Berklee

Typos of the Week: in a story on Jimmy 
Carter’s selection of a running mate, the 
New York Times (July 16) quoted Wal- 
ter Mondale as follows: “I’ve had a 
chance to come to know Governor Carter 
these past few weeks, and the people of 
America should know that he’s an un- 
common man, terribly gifted, commit- 
ted, skilled, experienced, but above all a 
god man.”

On last Tuesday’s Herald front page, 
the headline’ (“Pax incentives used to 
create more jobs”), the byline (“Ed 
Francis, Financial Editor”) and the ab- 
sence of any “opinion’’ or “analysis” la- 
bel all suggested that the article in ques- 
tion was, in fact, a news story. But after 
several paragraphs mostly quoting Bos- 
ton Edison Company president,. Thomas 
Galligan’s views on tax breaks for indus- 
try (he’s for them), there appeared a biz- 
arre paragraph in which Francis asserted 
that New York Times reporter David 
Rosenbaum and former Ohio Governor 
John Gilligan — both panelists who dis- 
agreed with Galligan — “reflected the 
depth of economic illiteracy in the na- 
tion” and “obviously had no idea what 
Galligan was talking about.” 

“But this is exactly what happened,” 
Francis protested when we questioned 
what Rosenbaum in a subsequent tele- 
phone interview termed “editorializing.”

Elsewhere in his article, Francis re- 
ported that Governor Michael Dukakis, 
Gilligan, Rosenbaum and Galligan “‘all 
praised the seminar as important, vital 
and responsible.”

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A Grand Jury Probes 
_ Three on the Hill 


US Attorney's special investigations involve 
Treasurer Aida Sens. DiCarlo and MacKenzie

After months of rumors and uncon- 
firmed press reports, two US Justice De- 
partment investigations, with the poten- 
tial of shaking the Massachusetts polit- 
ical establishment and the sensitive 
banking community to boot, have reached 
a critical phase. 

The probes, which now involve testi- 
mony before a federal grand jury sitting in 
Boston, are the most important products 
so far of a project undertaken 22 years 
ago by US Attorney James Gabriel. In 
January 1974, at an extraordinary news 
conference, he announced creation. of a 
“special investigations unit’ to look into 
widespread allegations of political cor- 
ruption in Massachusetts. 

Though Gabriel’s office will not com- 
ment directly or indirectly on the mat- 
ters or even acknowledge that “special in- 
vestigations unit” probes are underway, 
the Phoenix has learned that the inves- 
tigations involve some of the most power- 
ful and best-liked politicians on Beacon 
Hill. 

State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane i is un- 
der investigation for alleged violations of 
the Internal Revenue Code relating to his 
fundraising activities. Senate Majority 
Leader Joseph J. C. DiCarlo (D-Revere) 
and Senator Ronald C. MacKenzie (R- 
Burlington) are being probed to see if they 
are linked to an alleged payoff scheme 
with a private consulting firm.

Bob Crane, treasurer and receiver gen- 
era! of the Commonwealth since 1964 and 
head of the state Lottery Commission, has 
had, as he puts it, “‘a close and friendly 
relationship” with the state’s banks and 
bankers for years. And with good reason. 
As treasurer, his impact on the banking 
community is great. As one of the three 
members of the state Board of Bank En- 
corporators (along with the banking com- 
missioner and the tax commissioner), he

must approve iniasin in bank charters, 
the creation of new banks and the es- 
tablishment of branches. And beyond 
that, he is personally responsible for in- 
vesting hundreds of millions of dollars in 
state revenues — much of which goes to 
the banks. 

To many of the banks, deposits from 
the state are critical and highly prized 
since they automatically improve the 
banks’ credit lines with the Federal Re- 


_serve Bank of Boston. It is not unusual for 


a small bank — with assets under $50 mil- 
lion — to hold state deposits of up to 
$500,000. “If we took the money out of the 
banks,” Deputy Treasurer Donal Frary 
once observed during an interview, “they 
would .be in real trouble — the smaller 
banks. We try to give these small, newly 
chartered banks some cash if we have it 
on hand, to help them along. 

“They more than appreciate it. They 
want it. The halls are lined with bankers 
who are looking for deposits. The name of 
the game is deposits.” 

But if, as Frary contends, state depos- 
its are ‘where they make their money,” it 
is to the bankers of Massachusetts that 
Crane has turned over the years to ac- 
cumulate his campaign war chests. 

In 1966, for example, many bankers 
were on hand at a birthday party and 
friendship dinner Crane threw for him- 
self and which netted the treasurer ap- 


proximately $70,000 to conduct future: 


political campaigns. And, in 1970, among 
the $17,631 he reported raising for the 
year’s election contest, at least $10,331 
was contributed by more than 40 bank 
executives and directors, much of it soli- 
cited directly by Crane himself. 

And much of it came from ‘the officials 
of banks which, at the time, held and 
wanted to keep sizable state deposits. The 
most vivid (theugh by ne means the only) 
example of the mutually beneficial give- 
and-take relationship between Crane and 


the bankers involves the tiny New Bos- 
ton Bank and Trust Company of Boston. 

Crane and the Board of Bank Encor- 
porators voted to approve the charter of 
the New Boston in 1969. Then, early in 
1970, Crane deposited $400,000 in gen- 
eral revenues in the bank which at the 
time had less than $10 million in assets. 
Soon thereafter, five officers of the bank 
contributed $4400 to Crane’s re-election 
kitty. 


Crane denies pressure 

In interviews over the years, Crane has 
acknowledged the necessity ‘‘to make de- 
cisions where my friends are involv 
But he-has'also said, ‘“‘I don’t know what’s 
on the [fundraising] lists” and has de- 
nied any connection between contribu- 
tions and state deposits. “We don’t apply 
pressuré,” he insists. © 

That is one issue currently under in- 
vestigation. In 1973, both Gabriel and 
then-state Attorney General Robert 
Quinn questioned bankers about their 
contributions to Crane and any possible 
connections to his largesse, especially 
with respect to an estimated $30 million 
in excess state funds which were distri- 
buted to various banks in long-term de- 
posits at a low interest rate, at times only 
four percent. 

But nothing came of the probes despite 
allegations from at least one banker of an 
explicit quid pro quo involving contribu- 
tions to Crane’s 1970 re-election cam- 
paign and the maintenance of large state 
deposits in his bank. 

The banker was Daniel D. Moore, one- 
time president of the now defunct Surety 
Bank and Trust Company, who at the 
time faced sentencing after pleading guil- 
ty to various charges, including em- 
bezzlement, in connection with the col- 
lapse the previous year of the Wakefield 
bank. His cooperation with authorities 
was part of an effort to win a reduced sen- 
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tence. 

Moore, according to reliable sources, 
told federal investigators that when he de- 
clined to make contributions to Crane, an 
intermediary informed him that his fail- 
ure to kick in would mean the loss of 
$400,000 in state deposits. Therponmnes 
say Moore told the investigators he then 
withdrew funds from the bank and on two 
occasions made cash contributions to 
Crane through intermediaries, though 
Moore was not listed as a 1970 contribu- 
tor to Crane’s campaign. 

It has been learned that Moore, now 
free after serving three years of a seven- 
year sentence, has been recalled by Gab- 
riel’s special unit to restate his allega- 
tions before the grand jury — and is again 
cooperating. 

The new probe, which began a number 
of months ago, was, according to reliable 
sources, triggered by the Internal Rev- 
enue Service, which generated questions 
about Crane’s income and his federal tax 
returns. 

Aside from Moore, a number of prom- 
inent bankers and businessmen, some 
with close personal connections to the 
treasurer, have been questioned by fed- 
eral investigators and have been asked to 
give testimony to the grand jury. 

Two weeks ago, Sherwood “Woody” 
Tarlow, president of the Capitol Bank 
and Trust Company and a close friend of 
Crane’s, testified before the grand jury. In 
addition, the Phoenix has learned that 
John J. Nyhan, president of the Univer- 
sity Trust Company of Chestnut Hill and 
longtime Crane associate Bernard “Bun- 
ny” Solomon, director of the same bank 
and vice president of Stop & Shop Stores, 
have also been questioned by federal 
authorities. 

Asked about his involvement in the 
probe, Nyhan would say only that “I’m 
sorry. At this point, I have nothing to

The question of who shall control the 
Boston Housing Authority has touched off 
what may become a major confrontation 
between that agency and Judge Paul Gar- 
rity'4’Béston Housing Court, which re- 
leased a five-volume report on the agericy 
by a court-appointed Master, Robert E. 
Whittlesey, on July 1. 

There is now a strong possibility that 
the dispute could lead to a public agency 
with a $42 million budget, more than 650 
employees and 60,000 tenants being 
placed into a court receivership situation 
by the end of the year, or perhaps sooner. 
Such a development would set major 
precedents in terms of both public hous- 
ing and the judiciary’s ability to direct 
remedies for problems in public institu- 
tions. 

Receivership is neither mentioned nor 
implied in the 1500-page report on vir- 
tually every aspect of BHA operations. 
However, should the authority fail to 
cooperate with the Master’s agenda for re-

form, or be found organizationally incap- 
able-of doing so, receivership will become 
the court’s method for compliance. Draft 
orders now before the court, which would, 
among other things, direct a reorganiza- 
tion of two BHA departments, are the ba- 
sis for the first legal battle which could 
lead to receivership. 

The BHA, for its part, has ended 15 
months of meager compliance by indica- 
ting an intention to fight. Mark Michael- 
son, BHA’s special counsel in this case, 
says simply that “the court cannot order 
the Authority to do what the Master 
says.” He disputes three major points: the 
validity of Whittlesey’s report as a Mas- 
ter’s Report because it is not based upon 
rules of evidence, the power of the court to

Courts 
on both levels rejected the suits, at the 
same time suggesting that the newly crea- 
ted Boston Housing Court could properly 
deal with the complaint.

ing and compassionate individual who 
has been frustrated by his court’s failure 
to ameliorate housing conditions in Bos- 
ton, was no stranger to BHA, having 
heard hundreds of individual tenant com- 
plaints concerning inadequate services 
and intolerable living conditions. In 
March of 1975, he found that a majority of 
BHA apartments did not meet levels set 
by the State Sanitary Code and ordered 
DCA to produce adequate funding to im- 
prove those conditions. 

The DCA part of his decision was re- 
versed by the state Supreme Judicial 
Court in June, 1975, leaving BHA as the 
only party liable to Garrity’s court. By 
that time, the Judge had appointed Whit- 
tlesey as the court’s Master to oversee 
specific orders to rectify conditions and to 
produce by this June a comprehensive 
analysis of BHA’s situation with an eye 
towards improvement. 

Since Whittlesey’s appointment, he 
and his staff, who occupy spartan offices 
above the BHA, have issued 12 major or- 
ders with the approval of the court rang- 
ing from such areas as repair of vacant 
apartments and buildings, crime and van- 
dalism to personnel hiring and desegre- 
gation. BHA’s compliance with these or- 
ders has ranged from good to quite poor; 
in two cases, hearings were held to deter- 
mine the extent of BHA’s non-compli- 
ance. One of those hearings resulted in a 
contempt citation against the authority 
last April. 

Despite the myriad recommendations 
in the Master’s Report, two basic issues 
will ultimately determine whether the 
Court and Whittlesey will opt for re- 
ceivership: patronage and the compe- 
tence of the Authority to implement the 
report. 

Patronage is not just a by-product at 
BHA; the dispensing of politically se- 
cure, high-paying jobs at BHA has been

A short man with white hair 
and bushy eyebrows waited anx- 
iously in the New York delega- 
tion at Madison Square Garden 
as the time approached for his 
state to be called.

Meanwhile, a Colorado Udall 


supporter shrieked, “I love it. I 
love it. They’re my favorite dele- 
gation.” And moments later, the 
Ohio delegation — the only dele- 
- gation to be on the floor more 
than an hour before the session 
began to practice their Carter 
cheers and C-A-R-T-E-R spell- 
outs and to refine their horn- 
blowing, footstamping and cow- 
belling techniques — cast their 
votes for Carter, giving him the 
nomination. 

To some observers the pass 
symbolized ‘the Bay State’s feis- 
ty Bicentennial independence; 
to others it was an unbelievable 
embarrassment. Both at the con- 
vention and back home, those 
who felt Massachusetts had suf- 
fered dearly for its opposition to 
Richard Nixon in 1972 ex- 
pressed concern that the state 
would get little more than pea- 
nut ‘shells from a Carter ad- 
ministration. 

Sadly, for those who like to 
read great meaning into such 
events, there was a lot less to the 
“pass” than meets the eye. In 
the showdown between voting for

one’s original candidate and vot- 
ing for the party nominee, at 
least three of the 104 delegates 
resolved their dilemma by vot- 
ing for both Carter and their 
original choice. Instead of an- 
nouncing 107 votes, Chairman 
Charlie Flaherty decided to pass 
and recount. If delegates were 
restless and bored, they were not 
prepared to shake their ennui by 
hair-splitting debates. 

Everything was worked out in 
advance, from platform to rules 
to the nomination. “This is like 
watching the 1968 World Series 
on tape,” said Harris delegate 
Edward Sullivan of Belmont. “I 
learned to count in school. There 
is no reason to be here. Every- 
thing is over. This convention is 
as exciting as a Bruins-Kansas 
City game. The only thing I have 
learned is that Madison Square 
Garden is a very uncomfortable 
place’ to sleep.” 

Indeed, on the afternoon of the 
minority reports, many of the 
fighters of yore were not even in 


the convention hall. And while 
some of the reports got plural- 
ities, too few reform-minded 
delegates. were there to get the 
1505 votes necessary to win. 
Ideologically, the delegation 
went to neither the right nor the 


left. If there was any movement, “ 


it was to Bloomingdale’s. The 
New York Times’ portentous 
convention-eve warning that the 
old McGovernites in Massachu- 
setts, unreconciled to Carter, 
might try to “find a pretext to 
voice protest” was grossly exag- 
gerated. 

There’s no great love for Jim- 
my Carter in the Massachusetts 
delegation. But he did increase 
his 17 delegates won in the pri- 
maries to 65 by the night of the 
nomination. It’s no longer a 
question of “Jimmy Who?” It’s 
“Jimmy ... but.” Even those 
with gnawing reservations, 
though, concede the importance 
of getting a Democrat into the 
White House, at least to take

(Think 
again, all you Udall supporters 
who still believe that if Harris 
hadn’t been on the ballot in 
Michigan, Udall would now be 
the Democratic nominee).

He 
admits, however, that he did 
get rattled every time two 
women sitting in front of him 
tried to interrupt his delivery 
by repeatedly giving him the 
finger. Each time they did this, 
Killilea calmed his nerves by 
taking a drink of water. It 
worked, he said, but it must 
have been a long run from the 
podium.

Return to sender: 
Kennedy funny money 


In late June, after a six-month 
investigation, the New York Times ran a 
major series on a multimillionaire 
lawyer named Sidney R. Korshak. 
Known to many associates as “a highly 
successful labor lawyer, an astute 
business adviser to major corporations,” 
said the Times, Korshak was also 
described by law enforcement officials 
as “the most important link between 
organized crime and legitimate 
business” and “‘a senior intermediary for 
and senior adviser to” organized crime 
groups in California, Chicago, Las Vegas 
and New York. 

Incongruous then, to say the least, 
that the Korshak name should appear 
on the campaign contribution lists of 
none other than our own Senator 
Edward M. Kennedy. On June 9, 
Korshak’s brother Marshall, a Chicago 
attorney, and Marshall’s law partner 
David Mendelsohn contributed $2000 to 
Kennedy’s campaign war chest. 

“MiéeshalF'and his law partner share 
offices with Sidney Korshak in the 
Windy City. 

After repeated inquiries by the 
Phoenix last week, Kennedy decided to 
return the money. “Rather than have 
any doubts on this-or any further 
embarrassment on anyone’s part,”’ said 
a spokesman for the Senator in 
Washington, “‘it is the judgment here to 
return the money to Mr. Korshak and 
{his law partner].”

Dorchester-bred, Kentucky-fried 

As both late-night movie watchers 
and political observers know by now, the 
films of Ronald Reagan are taboo on TV 
this election year. The reason, of course, 
is that there are no old Gerald Ford 
movies with which stations can provide 
the President equal time. Now it 
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appears that Reagan may not be the 
only candidate with such problems: the 
federal equal time rules may, in fact, do- 
for Kentucky Fried Chicken 
commercials in Boston what they’ve 
done for Bedtime for Bonzo nationwide. 

It seems that Aaron Spencer, who as 
president of the International Food 
Service Inc., holds 33 Kentucky Fried 
franchises in eastern Massachusetts, has 
decided to run as a Republican for 
Democratic State Senator Jack 
Backman’s Brookline-Newton seat. A 
Dorchester native, Spencer has been for 
the past four years the star of his own 
commercials, pushing “extra crispy with 
cole slaw.” If Spencer wins the 
Republican nomination — and he’s thus 
far unopposed — he will definitely see 
those ads removed from at least one 
local station. WNAC (Channel 7) 
General Manager James Coppersmith 
believes that “the equal time provision 
is very clear and applies for Ronald 
Reagan, Gerald Ford and Aaron 
Spencer. And this station does not 
intend to have to offer equal time to 
someone Aaron Spencer is running 
against.”’ So he’d pull the chicken ads? 
“Precisely,” says Coppersmith. 

Spencer, who says he’s seeking the 
Senate seat because of liberal 
Backman’s “total lack of concern for 
fiscal responsibility,” asserts that his 
situation differs from Reagan’s. “His 
movies were on at the pleasure of a 
station. My commercials are paid for. As 
far as I’m concerned it should be 
business as usual. I’m pushing chicken, 
not my candidacy.” He adds — with a 
colonel of truth — that it’s “questionable 
whether the ads would help my 
credibility as a candidate anyhow.” 
Asked if he’d consider inviting Senator 
Backman to join him on the air, Spencer 
replied, ““Sure. Maybe we could have a 
debate on the merits of chicken. He can 
play the chicken for all I care.” 


Fair (Share) fight: 
White makes might? 


Depending on what Massachusetts 
voters do.at the polls this November, the 
state, by next year, could a) have a 
graduated income tax, b) ban no-return 
beverage containers, c) make large 
industries buy electric power at the 
same price small homeowners pay and 
d) place all future power plants under 
state ownership. The prospect of such 
dramatic changes has, as previously 
reported in the Phoenix, sent the state’s 
business community scurrying for its 
checkbook in hopes of thwarting the four 
referenda. An estimated $4 to $6 million 
is said to be available for the tasks of 
business community polling and 
publicity (Phoenix, May 18). 

Last week, some of the advocates of 
the November referenda showed signs 
that they know what they’re up against 
— and could make the coming battle a 
fair fight. Fair Share, the statewide 
community organizing group

responsible for the “flat rate” electric 
power referendum, held a series of 
strategy meetings at its Boylston Street 
headquarters. Those attending were not 
your average naive idealists. One 
meeting, for instance, was arranged by 
Tom Vallely, who served as Kevin 
White’s deputy campaign manager last 
year. It featured Fair Share leader 
Michael Ansara; Curt Meade, of the 
John Marttila political consulting firm, 
last seen in the Mo Udall campaign; 
Jack Walsh, last seen in the Birch Bayh 
campaign; and Kirk O’Donnell, Kevin 
White’s political eyes and ears around 
the city and the Mayor’s last campaign 
manager. - 

Could last week’s meetings signal any 
kind of working relationship between 
the Kevin White organization — so 
heavily represented — and Fair Share? 
“At this point, no,” says Kirk 
O'Donnell. ‘I was there on my own. I 
haven’t talked to the Mayor about these 
things.” Fair Share’s Ansara laughed off 
the suggestion, adding, “I wish it were 
true. We were just brainstorming. We've 
had experience with community 
organizing, but this is electoral politics 
now. We were looking for advice from 
people with experience.” 
Dukakis vetoes: 

The enemy within 

Nobody should really be surprised 
anymore when the Democratic state 
legislature openly ignores the wishes of 
fellow Democrat and Governor Michael 
Dukakis, which is what happened last 
week when 11 gubernatorial state 
budget vetoes were overridden by the 
House and Senate — many 
unanimously. Last week’s Dukakis 
defeats were the result of more, however, 
than mere animosity-as-usual on the 
part of legislators. Rebellion came this 
time from within the Dukakis team, as 
well as from its standard antagonists.

Dukakis appointees in some. state 
agencies were’ ing the same —~ 
corridors toward other ends. Héads of 
agencies which stood to lose money 
because of the vetoes were working for 
their budgets, not their boss. Among the 
fifth columnists: Metropolitan District 
Commission chief John-Snedeker and 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles Robert . 
Panora. 

Both Panora and Snedeker were 
eventually reprimanded for their mini- 
insubordination by the Governor's chief 
secretary, David Liederman. But:at. 
least one Dukakis aide was not — - 
optimistic about the impact of the 
admonition. “All it will probably do,” 
said the frustrated staff member, “‘is 
make them do their lobbying on the 
phone.” 

Since taking office, Dukakis has had 
85 percent of his vetoes overridden by 
the legislature. 


Smoke-filied rooms: 
National attention was drawn last 
week to the way Congress makes tax law 
when the New York Times reported that 

the new “tax reform” act currently 
before the Senate Finance Committee 
has no less than 33, “narrow, special 
interest” provisions. Such provisions 
generally provide tax breaks for select 
groups of taxpayers — perhaps one 
company — who often turn out to be 
financial backers of the campaigns of 
Finance Committee members. Senator 
Edward Kennedy, outspokenly opposed 
to such tax favors, recently termed such 
clauses “a national scandal and disgrace 


and an embarrassment to the Senate.” . 


Kennedy might just as well have 
extended his criticism to the House and 
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to his Massachusetts colleague, Rep. 
James A. Burke, the Democratic 
Congressman from the Eleventh 
District. Burke is the second-ranking 
Democrat on the House Ways and 
Means Committee, where the tax reform 
act now before the Senate committee 
originated. From that position, Burke 
last December sponsored legislation to 
change the system by which the 
government taxes cigar-makers. In 
committee, Burke. insisted the tax 
change would help small cigar-makers 
and save jobs. A representative of the 
Public Interest Tax Group, a Ralph 
Nader-backed tax reform organization, 
disagreed, noting that the Treasury 
Department estimated the bill would 
save large cigar manufacturers — like 
the General and Consolidated Cigar 
Companies, who own tobacco fields in 
central Massachusetts — $11 million 
annually. , 

Coincidentally, Burke received, in 
1974, $800 from cigar company 
executives and lobbying groups like the 
Tobacco Peoples Public Affairs 
Committee. In 1970, he got $550 in such 
contributions. The cigar bill has passed 
the House and is included in the tax 
“reforms” likely to be cleared by the 
Senate Finance Committee. Burke, it 
should be added, smokes cigars.

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A consumer guide to abortion clinics 


The prices are similar but the services and methods vary

Somehow it seems like cen- 
turies, but it was only a dec- 
ade ago when the incident oc- 
curred. After several weeks of 
trying to ignore the fact that she 
had missed a period, Sarah, a 
college senior, finally went to get 
a pregnancy test. A few days la- 
ter she got the bad news, which 
she tried to put out of her mind 
for a few more weeks. Finally, 
when the physical symptoms be- 
came inescapable, her best 
friend Barbara took charge. Bar- 
bara made dozens of frantic calls 
to find out where Sarah could get 
an illegal abortion and how 
much it would cost. Pursuing ev- 
ery lead, she made appoint- 
ments at the offices of doctors 
she’d heard about, but all of 
them turned her down. Finally 
she got the number of someone 
in New Jersey. “Five hundred 
dollars cash,” they told her on 
the telephone. “Be here the day 
after tomorrow.” 


Two days later, Sarah and 
Barbara were on a bus bound for 
a place called Union City with 
an envelope containing the cash 
they’d borrowed from friends. 
When they arrived at the des- 
ignated address, they found a 
doctor’s office on a residential 
street. Inside, their money was 
taken and they were given fur- 
ther instructions. A few hours la- 
ter, they were to stand on a street 
corner in another part of town. 


A big black limousine driven 
by a man who looked like an ex- 
tra froma gangland movie 


picked them up. He was wear- 
ing a sharkskin suit and a fe- 

ora. “I’m the anesthesiol- 
ogist,” he explained. At another 
corner, they picked up a young 
couple who huddled together 
nervously in one corner of the 
back seat. Soon the limousine 
left Union City, heading into in- 
dustrial Northern New Jersey. In 
Newark, Barbara and the male 
companion of the other woman 
were dumped off to wait. Stand- 
ing there on the strange street 
corner, Barbara watched the car 
carrying her best friend disap- 
pear. 

The abortion was performed at 
a motel where hospital cots had 
been set up. There were no facil- 
ities to handle an emergency. For

Sarah, who was almost too preg- 
nant for a D and C abortion, 
there was certainly some risk. 
Fortunately, the abortion was 
done with dispatch and without 
complications. 

A short time later, Barbara 
heard that the abortionist, who 
it turned out was in fact a doc- 
tor, had been arrested for per- 
forming such services. 

* ” * 

Today abortions, particularly 
early abortions, are cheap, safe 
and easy to come by. Finding a 
place that will do an abortion, 
which is now legal, is as easy as 
picking up the Phoenix, where 
half a dozen clinics advertise 
their services every week. The 
problem now — if you can call it 


a problem — is that a woman 
seeking an abortion has a num- 
ber of options about how, when 
and under what circumstances 
she can have the procedure done. 

In a survey of the principal 
abortion facilities last week, the 
Phoenix discovered that the ba- 
sic quoted price for an outpa- 
tient, first trimester abortion (12 
weeks and under) was $150, 
though there were differences in 
what that fee covered at differ- 
ent facilities. However, the price 
range was narrow; thé real dif- 
ferences among the facilities 
showed up in what might be de- 
scribed as style, which ranged all 
the way from a formal hospital 
setting at Boston Hospital for 


Women to clinics where the 


woman doesn’t even have to take 
off her street clothes (except for 
underwear). . 

“I’m happy to say the major 
choice in Boston is one of style,” 
says Elizabeth McCord, assis- 
tant to the director of the 
Planned Parenthood League of 
Massachusetts. “A woman can 
choose a situation where she’ll 
feel most comfortable.” For ex- 
ample, some clinics will let a 
friend or parent accompany the 
client through the whole abor- 
tion procedure if she so desires. 
Some places offer individual 


. counseling; others counsel only. 


in groups. 


Preterm, at 1842 Beacon 
Street in Brookline (telephone 


§ 738-6210), is the largest abor- 


tion facility in the Boston area, 
but one which offers a casual, 
non-medical setting. About 200 
abortions are performed there 
every week. Like all the clinic fa- 
cilities, Preterm performs first 
trimester abortions under local 
anesthetic by the vacuum as- 
piration method for a quoted fee 
of $150. (In this abortion meth- 
od, the fetal tissue is suctioned 
out of the uterus by a vacuum 
tube.) Included in the fee.are free 
pregnancy testing, individual- 
ized counseling for each client, a 
follow-up examination a few 
weeks after the abortion and spe- 
cial medication that is required 
by women with an.RH negative 
blood. factor, which is some- 
times not included in the fee at 
other clinics. 

For those who have difficulty

ling to negotiate a plan for de- 
ferred payments. If the patient 
seeking the abortion is under 16, 
the clinic prefers to have paréii- 
tal consent — but it is not man- 
datory. 

Appointments for abortions 
are available from Tuesday 
through Saturday in the morn- 
ings. Preterm estimates the en- 
tire procedure takes from three 
to five hours. In keeping with 
Preterm’s casual, non-hospital 
approach, clients are not re- 
quired to remove their street 
clothes entirely for the pro- 


cedure. The recovery room, ~ 


where women rest for a brief 
time afterward, is like a lounge 
with couches and chairs. Though 
a friend or spouse may accom- 
pany the woman to counseling, 
Preterm does not allow anyone to 
accompany her through the 


abortion procedure. Preterm can 


schedule an abortion within a 
week. 

The Bill Baird Center takes 
its name from the abortion and 
birth control activist who got ar- 
rested and sent to the Charles 
Street Jail in 1966 for publicly 
handing a can of Emko foam to a 
Boston University woman, an 
act which was judged to be a 
“crime against chastity.” Lo- 
cated at 673 Boylston Street neat 
Copley Square (telephone 536- 
2511), the center performs 35 to 
55 vacuum aspiration abortions 
a week for a $150 fee, which in- 
cludes a free pregnancy test and 
medication after the abortion. 


_ Rho-Gam, the RH negative med- 


ication, is not included and costs 
$35 extra; the post-abortion 
checkup costs an additional $10. 
Bill Baird Center counseling is 
done both in small groups and 
individually. There is no lower 
age limit and parental consent is 
not requested. The clinic re- 
quires cash payment in full be- 
fore the abortion is performed. 
Appointment hours are avail- 


able late .Thursday afternoon, 
Friday morning and Saturday 
morning. Abortions can be 
scheduled within a week. As at 
Preterm, the atmosphere is cas- 
ual. The client undresses only 
from the waist down and there 
are no beds in the recovery room. 
Friends, parents or spouses are 
allowed to accompany a client 
through the entire procedure. 

The Women’s Community 
Health Clinic at 137 Hamp- 
shire Street near Inman Square 
in Cambridge (telephone 547- 
2302) is a very small facility with 
a strong women’s self-help phil- 
osophy. In group counseling ses- 
sions, women are encouraged to 
share information and their feel- 
ings about abortion, which the 
group feels has been “highly 
mystified.” 

According to Paula Garbarino 
of Women’s Community Health, 
“We're not non-profit — we're 
anti-profit. We want to make 
sure women feel in control of 
their bodies and the situation by 
knowing all the information 
about what is going to happen. 
We want to gain control back. 
Our position is a political one.” 

For a $150 fee, the clinic per- 
forms abortions up to the 11th 
week of pregnancy by the vac- 
uum aspiration method, though 
Garbarino said their procedure is 
different from many of the other 
clinics. For’ example, she says, 
the WCH doctor dilates the cer- 
vix minimally for the procedure, 
which may lessen discomfort and 
also helps prevent possible 
weakening of the cervical mus- 
cle, which can occur after multi- 
ple abortions. WCH, she says, 
does no sharp curetage. (Curet- 
age, the scraping of the uterus, is 
the “C”’ of D and C.) Many clin- 
ics still combine some curetage 
with the vacuum method. 

In keeping with their philos- 
ophy of giving control back to 
the women, the clinic is ex- 
tremely flexible. Women can 


wear what they choose — street 
clothes, a hospital gown or what- 
ever. If they choose; they can 
have friends accompany them. 


The recovery room looks like a 


living room and women resting 


‘there are offered fruit juice, 


cheese and crackers. 

The $150 fee includes a free 
pregnancy test, any drugs that 
might be necesary including 
Rho-Gam, and the follow-up 


‘physical. Abortions are sched- 


uled Tuesday morning and ap- 
pointments are available within 
a week. Women’s Community 
Health sets no age limit and re- 
quests that women bring their 
payment with them the day of 
the abortion. 

The Charles Circle Clinic at 
99 West Cedar Street in Boston 
(telephone 723-5400) is the only 
outpatient clinic where it is pos- 
sible to have an abortion under a 
general anesthetic, though it 
costs $25 more than the $150 
charged for a local anesthetic 
abortion. If the pregnancy is on 
the edge of the 12-week limit for 
outpatient abortion, Charles Cir- 
cle does special testing which 
costs $25. If the patient then 
qualifies, the $25 is applied to- 
ward the fee; if she is over the 
limit, she must pay for the test 
and be referred elsewhere. 

Counseling is usually done by 
a nurse counselor in groups, 
though individual counseling is 
available when it is needed. 
Charles Circle has a PhD psy- 
chologist on the staff to assist 
anyone who might need special 
counseling before or after an 
abortion. 

The basic $150 fee does not, 
however, include a_post-abor- 
tion exam, which costs $15 ex- 
tra. Payment must be made in 
full by money order or bank 
check, not in cash or personal 
checks, though the clinic is wil- 
ling to negotiate a payment plan 
for those who can’t come up with 
the whole amount. 





For the abortion procedure, 
patients change into flowered 
granny gowns and recover after- 
ward in a room with lounge 
chairs, hassocks and blankets. 
Abortions are performed Mon- 
day through Saturday and ap- 
pointments are available within 
three or four days. 

The Crittenton Hastings 
House at 10 Perthshire Road 
near Oak Square in Brighton 
(telephone 782-7600) specializes 
in individual counseling and 
charges a $150 fee, which also 
covers a pregnancy tést and a 
post-abortion exam. 

Though a parent, friend or 
mate can accompany a woman 
to the counseling session, they 
will not be allowed in the pro- 
cedure or recovery room. The 
counselor, however, accompan- 
ies the woman through the whole 
process. Crittenton doesn’t have 
age limits, though for minors it 
prefers ‘to have parental con- 
sent. 

In style, Crittenton is a bit 
more hospital-like than many of 
the other clinics. Patients wear 
operation-type gowns and coun- 
selors wear sterile attire. The re- 
covery rooms, which can accom- 
modate three people, are 
equipped with beds, though they 
have bright print sheets instead 
of hospital white. 

The waiting time for an ap- 
pointment is usually three to 
four days and abortions are per- 
formed every day except Thurs- 
day and Sunday. Crittenton is 
more than willing to schedule 
payments for someone with fin- 
ancial difficulties. “Rarely do we 
turn anyone down,” said a Crit- 
tenton spokesperson. 

The New England Women’s 
Service at 1031 Beacon Street in 
Brookline (telephone 738-1370) 
also charges $150, which covers a 
pregnancy test, a post-abortion 
checkup and all medication ex- 
cept Rho-Gam, which costs $20 
extra. Counseling is available 





either in group or individual ses- 
sions. 

During the abortion proce- 
dure, patients are asked to un- 
dress and don hospital gowns. 
Friends or mates are allowed to 
be present throughout the pro- 
cess. The recovery rooms are 
equipped with beds. 

Of all the clinics, New Eng- 
land Women’s Service has the 
most é¢xtensive hours. They’re 
open from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. Mon- | 
day through Friday and from 9 to 
5 on Saturdays. -Appointments 
are available within a day or two. 

If one desires a hospital set- 
ting, Boston Hospital for Wom- 
en offers a comprehensive abor- 
tion service which handles not 
only first trimester abortions, 
but later ones as well. 

For a $250 fee, the hospital will 
perform first trimester vacuum 
aspiration abortions under gen- 
eral or local anesthetic or later 
(12-to-14'% week) D and C abor- 
tions. Since it is a hospital, a pa- 
tient is subjected to the entire 
hospital routine including being 
wheeled to and from the opera- 
ting room on a stretcher. 

The hospital will not perform 
abortions on patients under 18 
without parental permission. No 
‘friends or mates are allowed to 
be present during any part of the 
procedure and the fee is to be 
brought to the hospital on the 
day of the preliminary appoint- 
ment. 

Second trimester abortions are 
performed by injecting prosta- 
glandins into the amniotic sac, 
which causes contractions and 
forces the fetus from the uterus. 
Such abortions require an over- 
night stay in the hospital and 
cost $450. They are performed on 
women who have been pregnant 
for less than 20 weeks. 

Women who are between 20 
and 24 weeks pregnant usually 
travel to New York or other 
states where such abortions are

say.”” Solomon could not be 
reached. Neither is listed as a 
contributor to Crane’s re-elec- 
tion campaigns of 1970 or 1974. 

A fifth person questioned 
about his relations with Crane is 
entrepreneur Eugene F. Mer- 
kert, who was Crane’s 1970 cam- 
paign chairman. Now ill and liv- 
ing in Florida, Merkert is chair- 
man of the board of one of New 
England’s largest food brok- 
erage houses, Food Enterprises 
Inc., which distributes products 
to supermarkets throughout the 
region. 

For a number of years until 
1973, a subsidiary of Food En- 
terprises, Newton Foods Inc., of 
Canton, paid Crane [while he 
was state treasurer] an undeter- 
mined amount for his services as 


a consultant and also gave him 
use of a late-model luxury car. 
During the same period, Mer- 
kert was the third leading stock- 
holder of First Coolidge Cor- 
poration, a bank holding com- 
pany, and director and stock- 
holder of the Coolidge Bank and 
Trust Company of Watertown, 
which was owned by First Cool- 
idge Corporation. Though Crane 
has said that Merkert “is not 
really that involved in the 
bank,” a 1973 stock prospectus 
showed Merkert to be owner of 
27,469 shares, or 2.7 percent of 
First Coolidge stock valued at 
the time at about $300,000. 
While in effect working for his 
former campaign director at 
Newton Foods, Crane, during 
the same period, acted as state 
treasurer to benefit Coolidge. He 
approved Coolidge as the bank 
to hold a checking account 
through which the state Welfare 
Department paid vendors. 


Through that account passed 
more than $100 million a year. In 
addition, Crane alse chose Cool- 
idge as depository for $260,000 in 
excess state funds and an addi- 
tional $65,000 in state lottery 
funds as well as his own per- 
sonal campaign funds. 

The Coolidge was organized in 
1960 and, while Crane and his 
predecessor (and the best man at 
his wedding) John T. Driscoll 
were in office, it has showed im- 
pressive growth. In March 1971 
Coolidge got ._permission to buy 
out the financially troubled In- 
vestors Trust Company of Ever- 
ett. Four months later, Coolidge 
purchased the healthy Arling- 
ton National Bank. Both deals 
occurred after approval by Crane 
and his colleagues on the Board 
of Bank Encorporators. 

Two years later, and five years 
after Crane helped it get started 
with $400,000 in state deposits, 
the New Boston Bank and Trust 


Company \was faltering. The 
First Coolidge Corporation pro- 
posed to buy this bank too, 
through a merger arrangement. 


“If the merger application were 


denied,” the. New Boston told 


state officials, “some other fun- 


damental reorganization of the 
New Boston would clearly have 
to be considered.” 

Such a step would have been 
important to the Coolidge, giv- 
ing the Middlesex County bank 
a toehold in Boston. But when 
the Federal Reserve Bank raised 
questions about the plan, the 
scheme was dropped. 

Merkert could not be reached 
last week. Crane could, but he 
denied knowledge of the federal 
probe. ‘“‘Nobody knows any- 
thing — least of all me. You just 
sit in your office and wait until 
people call you up with this or 
that rumor,” he said. 

Yet for the past three months 
Crane has shared his anxiety 


over the fast-moving events with 
friends and political associates. 
One close friend says the treas- 
urer is in “‘a good frame of mind. 
There is a slight bit of gallows 
humor. He’s philosophical. He’s 
relaxed. He says, ‘I have my bad 
moments, but I get stronger. I 
think I can ride this thing out.’ ” 
He will have to. 
* + + 

So too with Joey DiCarlo, heir 
apparent to the Senate pres- 
idency, and his Senate collea- 
gue, Ron MacKenzie. Their 
problems with federal investiga- 
tors are of a far different — 
though equally serious — na- 
ture. Where Crane -is under in- 
vestigation for various kinds of 
financial relationships with a 
number of bankers and business- 
men, the’ senators are being 
probed in connection with a sin- 
gle allegation.

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payoff was made in 1971 to 
whitewash a legislative study in- 
to the awarding of a contract toa 
New York-based construction 
management firm, and its per- 
formance on the job. The firm 
had the job of overseeing the 
UMass Columbia Point con- 
struction project. 

The propriety of the $6 mil- 
lion contract to the firm of Mc- 
Kee, Berger & Mansueto was 
first questioned by state Audi- 
tor Thaddeus Buczko in July 
1970. He criticized the. state’s 
contract with the firm as “‘open 
ended” and further suggested 
that money could have been 
saved if the state Bureau of Buil- 
ding Construction had done the 
oversight work itself. 

The legislature responded to 
Buczko’s report by creating a 
special committee to look into 
the matter. DiCarlo, then ma- 
jority whip, was chairman. Mac- 
Kenzie was not on the panel at 








all. But, according to allega- 
tions made to the US attorney’s 
office by a one-time member of 
the firm, he was also involved in 
discussions about the contract 
and the alleged payoff. 

The legislative committee’s re- 


. port was released late in 1971. It 


contained recommendations for 
legislation and new procedures 
to preclude the future need for 
private consultants to oversee 
such government construction 
projects, but it found no serious 
fault with the awarding of the 
contract or the performance of 
McKee, Berger & Mansueto. 


Nothing illegal 

“We.can find nothing illegal 
with the instrument [con- 
tract],”’ the panel reported. “The 
question of the rate of com- 
pensation being ‘open ended’ re- 
solves itself down to a matter of 
judgment and _ interpretation.” 
In conclusion, the panel said 


that “progress on the Columbia 
Point project can be considered 
satisfactory.” 

In investigating whether a 
payoff took place — and who got 
the money — the US Attorney’s 
office has called present and past 
officials of the firm as well as all 
seven members of the legislative 
panel, except DiCarlo, to testify 
before the grand jury. MacKen- 
zie also has not been called: 

MacKenzie could not. be 
reached. And DiCarlo, on the ad- 
vice of his attorney Walter Hur- 
ley, declined comment. But Di- 
Carlo’s administrative assistant 
William DiMento acknow- 
ledged that the investigation was 
in progress. He said DiCarlo has 
been aware of the probe 
“through the press . . . probably 
a year.” DiMento said DiCarlo, 
like Crane, has’ not been con- 
tacted or questioned by federal 
investigators.

The twin investigations are 
the political talk of the day on 
Beacon Hill. Gov. Michael Du- 
kakis, in informal conversations 
with legislative leaders, has dis- 
cussed the probes. and the im- 
plications if one or both of the 
Democratic leaders step down. 
The administration, according to 
one member of the~governor’s 
staff, is preparing “‘contingency 
plans” in the event a vacancy oc- 
curs in the treasurer’s office. 

Should Crane resign while the 
legislature is in session, the 
House will elect a successor to 
complete the term that runs un- 
til January 1979: Should he re- 
sign after the legislature ad- 
journs, the governor will nom- 
inate — and the Executive 
Council will confirm — a suc- 
cessor. 

In the Senate, DiCarlo’s res- 
ignation as majority leader 
would provide opportunities for 
others to move up. But since the 





leadership is chosen by the pres- 
ident, jockeying would be fruit- 
less. Speculation, nevertheless, 
is rampant. 


In the House representatives 
openly speculate about the iden- 
tity of ‘the new treasurer.” Will 
it be Majority Leader William Q. 
“Biff” MacLean (D-Fairhaven), 
Majority Whip George Keverian 
(D-Everett), Taxation Commit- 
tee Chairman Vincent Piro (D- 
Medford) or some lesser light? 
Democratic State Committee 
Chairman Charles Flaherty (D- 
Cambridge), is said to be lining 
up support for his possible can- 
didacy. 


Yet it is unlikely that these 
two men — both fierce competi- 
tors — would resign in the im- 
mediate future, no matter what 
comes out of the grand juries. 
Crane, DiCarlo and MacKenzie 
are just waiting, hoping for the 
best but fearing the worst. O

Report says lack of funds is no excuse

While it may not be the live- 
liest reading for a warm summer 
night, the five-volume Master’s 
Report to the Boston Housing 
Court is vital to an understan- 
ding of the state of the city’s 
public housing. 

Tough-minded, compas- 
sionate and well-reasoned, the 
report is more than simply a dis- 


section of the failure of the Bos- y 


ton Housing Authority. It de- 
tails the unavoidable break- 
down of a public agency that 
places politics ahead of the in- 
terests of those it is intended to 
serve. Further, the Master, Rob- 
ert Whittlesey, has the courage 
to declare unequivocally that 
public housing can work and of- 
fers a positive program to 
achieve that goal. 

The report begins by agreeing 
with some of the BHA’s own ex- 
cuses for its admitted failures. 
The authority’s two funding 
sources, the US Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment and the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Community Af- 
fairs, “have not provided ade- 


quate operating funds to BHA 
during the past several years. 
They must share the blame for 
the substandard condition of 
BHA housing, as well as for the 
authority’s fiscal crisis.”” Citing 
HUD in particular, the report 
states that “it has not inter- 
vened in an effective manner, 
and treats BHA formalistically 
and bureaucratically, often with- 
out adequate understanding of 
the real and immediate prob-

lems facing BHA.” 

Mayor Kevin White fares no 
better in the report: “City in- 
volvement in BHA is sporadic, 
characterized by its tendency to 
use BHA, where politically help- 
ful, to employ or house selected 
people, and only to become in- 
volved in operations when a cri- 
sis of political significance is in- 
volved.” 

The labor unions are hit for 
their opposition to positive re- 

: “Unions have rigorously 
opposed performance standards 
or measures.’’ In many in- 
stances it is impossible to moti- 
vate truculent employees since 
“supervisors have stronger alle- 
giance to the union than to BHA 
management.” 

Despite these concessions, the 
Master insists that many, if not 
most, of the reasons for BHA’s 
dismal record can be found in 
the agency itself. ‘‘The or- 
ganization and administration of 
BHA has failed to deliver ade- 
quate services to tenants.”’ The 
examples are convincing and 
stunning. 

— The federal Target Project 


Program has provided $8 mil- 
lion to revamp Columbia Point, 
the city’s most beleaguered and 
deteriorating project. The award 
was made in April, 1975, with all 
work to be completed by March, 
1977. Yet little or nothing was 
done on the project for six 
months, until the intervention of 
the Master’s Office. ‘“‘As late as 
December, 1975, the Columbia 
Point manager knew little about 
TPP ... A consulting electrical 
engineer was approved in Aug- 
ust, 1975; the contract was not 
settled until Spring, 1976. A con- 
sulting mechanical engineer was 
not approved until March, 1976; 
and an architect was not ap- 
pointed until that same board 
meeting . . . A massive survey of 
residents was undertaken in 
Fall, 1975; no one knows why or 
what for. (Bathroom) tiles were 
acquired for all units in the de- 
velopment at the same time as a 
decision was being made to 
‘mothball’ certain buildings.” 
— A review of state and fed- 
eral modernization programs 
which provide funds for phys- 
ical upgrading of developments 


shows similar, massive incom- 
petence. Of nearly $40 million ih 
federal modernization money re- 
ceived since 1969, only about $19 
million. had been spent by last 
March. For the past two years, 
no one at BHA has been as- 
signed full time to moderniza- 
tion work. The report estimates 
that nearly $1 million of the 
money has been lost, due to in- 
flation, because it was not spent. - 

— Over the past three years, 
more than $1 million has been 
given out in no-bid, no-contract 
work for guard services and rub- 
bish disposal. Excelon Security 
has received $760,000 for work 
over the past three years — none 
of it publicly bid — despite num- 
erous complaints, according to 
the report, of guards being 
“rude, tardy, asleep on the job 
[and] threatening . . .” 

— Three rubbish companies, 
including Sanitas, which has re- 
cently been implicated in a na- 
tionwide scheme of kickbacks in 
return for contracts, have re- 
ceived more than $312,000 in no- 
bid work to remove garbage from 
BHA developments — service 
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which is also called “poor” in the 
report. The report terms these 
practices “in direct violation of 
BHA policy and state and fed- 
eral laws.” 

— Calling the BHA “one of 
the costliest public housing 
operations in the country,” the 
Master’s Report cites numerous 
questionable and costly finan- 
cial practices. ‘Without author- 
ity, the BHA has ‘borrowed’ $4 
million from modernization and 
development accounts to meet 
operating expenses.” In one in- 
stance, according to the report, 
BHA borrowed more than $2 
million from the sale of notes for 
a new development — a project 
that was later dropped. When 
the notes turn over in Decem- 
ber, the BHA will be paying in- 
terest on funds used to cover 
operating expenses. 

Even more important, “BHA 
treats the budget as a one-shot 
document submitted for the pur- 
pose of leveraging as much 
operating subsidy as possible. 
The line item amounts are 
manipulated in order to meet the 
funding agency’s requirements 
at the expense of distorting the 
actual budget picture.” 
he report comes down 
heavily*on patronage at BHA. 
“Since 1972, with few excep- 
tions, new hirings of regular em- 
ployees have been politically 
sponsored . . . Politics is so much 
a part of doing business at BHA 
that its insidious effects are fre- 
quently not recognized.” Ex- 
amples abound: Last April, Ad- 
ministrator Thompson hired two 
leased housing inspectors; one 
ranked second in qualifying in- 
terviews, the other seventh. 
Number seven, George Hoey, 
“was on Mayor White’s per- 
sonal security staff during last 
year’s election.” In June, a rela- 
tive of Board member Patrick 
Bocanfuso was hired as clerk- 
typist, the only such appoint- 
ment made this summer. 

— Throughout the report are 
continual references to the lack 
of leadership and administra- 
tive competence:of the BHA’s 
top personnel. ‘““There are major 
problems in the capability of 
BHA to communicate and ad- 
minister major policy decisions 
and programs in the authority.” 

But the 1500-page report does 
more than simply document in- 
gompetence and abuse. It also 
presents a plan to reorganize the 
Authority from the bottom up, 
with hundreds of recommenda- 
tions which touch virtually every 
aspect of BHA operations. Some 
of the more significant sugges- 
tions include: 

— The implementation of a 
plan to rid BHA projects of dis- 
ruptive families predicated on 
the notion that “public housing 
represents a public benefit to 
those who reside in it” and a 
recognition of “BHA’s inability 
to serve when disruptive house- 
holds are admitted as tenants.” 

— The establishment of new 
job classifications and wage 
scales for craftsmen so that elec- 
tricians will not be paid $9.95 per 
hour for replacing switchplates, 
and plumbers $9.35 for chang- 
ing toilet seats; the report quotes 
BHA estimates that 80 percent 
of all work done by craftsmen is 
routine maintenance. 

— The increase of project 
managers’ power in‘such areas as 
budget, maintenance, per- 
sonnel, tenant screening and 
evictions. Viewed alternately by 
tenants with-pity and con- 
tempt, managers are now basic- 
ally powerless to affect the qual- 
ity of life in BHA developments. 

— An end to hiring based on 
political considerations along 
with regular and complete eval- 
uations of employees and con- 
tract services. 

— A reorganization of the le- 
gal department. 

— Redirection of the Plan- 
ning and Development Depart- 
ment from the building of new 
developments to the moderniza- 
tion of existing ones; creation of 
an administrator of the modern- 


ization program. 

For all of its criticisms and dis- 
sections, the Master’s Report is 
restrained in tone. It mostly 
avoids name references, concen- 
trating instead on policy and 
managerial, rather than per- 
sonal, ineffectiveness. Whitt- 
lesey extended cooperation in all 
directions, even delaying release 
of the report for two weeks at the 
request of Representative Doris 
Bunte, who feared that other 
legislators would use the report 
as an excuse to slash public 
housing subsidies. 

The decision to avoid name 
references did not sit well with 
all parties in the suit. Gershon 
Ratner, lawyer for the plaintiff, 
says the report “is defective .. . 
for its failure to deal with spe- 
cific individuals; we thought it 
was important to demonstrate 
who was responsible and why. 
However, what the report has 
done is interesting and valid and 
may eventually lead’to the same 
objective.” 

Other criticism of the report as 
too mild generally follows the 
same line. One BHA insider cri- 
ticized the entire section on per- 
sonnel because “it never puts 


Sam Thompson in the key role of 
link between City Hall and BHA 
in patronage. That distorts the 
major point about patronage 
which is that it can only work 
with the enthusiastic support of 
the administrator.” 

BHA personnel have praised 
many sections of the report; their 
initial statement on July 1 ex- 
pressed “regard for its positive 
and constructive approach to 
BHA’s difficulties, among which 
it recognizes at the outset ‘a deep 
and chronic financial prob- 
lem.’ ’? The approach has been 
to ignore the critical sections of 
the report unless pressed for 
comment. 

The BHA’s reaction to the 
patronage charges is not to deny 
them, but to counterattack. 
“Present in their minds in writ- 
ing that section,’ says one top 
administrator, “is that they (the 
Master’s Office) want to keep 
their jobs . . . The way to do that 
is to make us look as bad as pos- 
sible.” 

Schaffner, who is also the 
city’s Commissioner of Elderly 
Affairs, while claiming “I don’t 
even like the word ‘patron- 
age,’ ”’ does not deny the preva- 


lence of the practice at BHA. 
She questions the sincerity of the 
Master’s Office in attempting to 
curb it: “I think we might just be 
replacing one person’s patron- 
age for another's,” she said, 
when asked to comment on a 
proposed court order that would 
limit BHA’s hiring authority. 

City Hall is not as quiescent 
on the patronage question. “If it 
does exist, it’s. chickenshit,”’ 
fumes Andy Olins, Mayor 
White’s acerbic housing ad- 
visor. “These appointments, 
plumbers and inspectors, are of 
so little value that I would wel- 
come the court putting the 
Authority into receivership just 
to drop the whole issue.” 

As to the City’s ‘sporadic’ in- 
volvement in BHA affairs, Olins 
calls it “a dumb conclusion. It 
also isn’t true.” Regarding the 
City’s 10 percent commitment of 
revenue sharing money to the 


BHA, Olins says, “That’s unen-. 


cumbered money that we could 
spend — I know of no other city 
in the country that puts CDBG 
money into federal and state 
public housing.” (He is misin- 
formed, though; in Massachu- 
setts, Brookline, Cambridge and 
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Springfield all give a portion of 
their community development 
money to public housing.) 
Olins’s major criticism of the 
report, though, is that “while 
they have covered an enormous 
amount of territory, they have 
not set any priorities for solving 
the problems they have found.” 
Olins has touched on the chief 
obstacle to widespread dis- 
semination of the Master’s Re- 
port — its size. Those who have 
read the report in its entirety are 
few in number, even at BHA. Re- 
porters for the Globe and Her- 
ald apparently only skimmed it, 
which is perhaps why its more 
substantial points were not men- 
tioned in newspaper accounts. 
But if nothing else, Whittle- 
sey and his staff have performed 
an invaluable service by simply 
accumulating and presenting so 
much information. For years, 
tenants and other interested ob- 
servers have criticized the 
Authority for mismanagement 
and incompetence, only to be 
told that all problems were due 
to a lack of money. That res- 
ponse is now hollow — and the 
onus is now on the authority to 
produce a more genuine one. O

commonplace throughout its 40- 
year history. Ellis Ash remem- 
bers that when he assumed the 
then-powerless position of Ad- 
ministrator in 1963, “the chair- 
man of the board put his arm 
around me and said, ‘Look 
around — everyone here owes his 
job to someone other than 
you.’ ” (Ash retired in 1969 after 
a heart attack.) 

Kevin White slowed down the 
patronage machine when he be- 
came Mayor in 1968. But the 
pressures of races for Governor 
and again for Mayor in 1970 and 
1971 made him refine the pro- 
cess to his own advantage. It 
hasn’t slowed down since, from 
high positions such as Chief Le- 
gal Counsel and Leased Hous- 
ing Director to lowly ones such as 
secretary, clerk typist and in- 
spector. 

Last March, at the request of 
City Hall, Administrator Sam 
Thompson tried to make South 
End Little City Hall manager 
Carlos Diaz Director of Man- 
agement despite the authority’s 
own job description which called 
for someone with “10 or more 
years of senior level experience in 
directing the management of a 
major public or private housing 
development.”’ Diaz is 26 years 
old, with less than two years’ ex- 
perience in city government. 

Garrity and Whittlesey, catch- 
ing wind of Thompson’s plan, 
hurriedly issued their most con- 
troversial order to date on March 
23, forbidding BHA to make any 
senior level appointments with- 


out the court’s approval. BHA 
counsel Michaelson says the 
Authority does not accept the 
legality of that ruling and will 
challenge it in some form at a fu- 
ture date. “The time is not yet 
ripe for an appeal,”’ he added. 

Even in the heat of the cur- 
rent situation, City Hall has not 
lost. its appetite for finding jobs 
in BHA. Several high-level BHA 
sources indicate that City Hall 
wants the now-vacant Director 
of Personnel-slot to go to James 
Oliver, now in the Rent Control 
Bureau. Oliver confirms that he 
has applied for the job, but says 
he has done so at no one’s urging 
and expects no unfair advan- 
tage over other applicants. 

Patronage will most likely be 
the bellwether issue in the com- 
ing months, with the authority 
dead-set against any intrusion 
into its hiring privileges and the 
Master’s Office equally con- 
vinced that no reform or im- 
provement of services can come 
without an end to politics in hir- 
ing. A successful appeal by BHA 
would effectively thwart the 
Housing Court’s interpretation 
of its broad authority and quite 
possibly preclude receivership. 
Success on the part of the Mas- 
ter’s Office would mean the re- 
verse. 

But the court will ultimately 
decide whether to place BHA 
into receivership based on its 
view of BHA’s ability to im- 
prove itself. In terms of past per- 
formance, the record is not a 
good one. The Master’s Report 
concludes: 
problems in the capability of 
BHA to communicate, imple- 
ment and administer major pol- 


“There are major 


icy decisions and programs with- 
in the Authority.” 

BHA recently requested $30 
million in federal moderniza- 
tion money for fiscal 1976. On 
June 17, the HUD Area Office 
turned down any additional 
funds based upon a review of 
“past performance and current 
status” of modernization pro- 
grams. According to HUD’s let- 
ter of rejection, of $30 million 
previously assigned to BHA, 
only $18.6 million has been 
spent; furthermore, approx- 
imately $2 million has been used 
to cover operating expenses. 

Authority officials don’t even 
bother to offer excuses for a six- 
month delay in doing anything 
with $7.9 million provided to re- 
vitalize Columbia Point, money 
which must be fully sperit by 
next March. Said one source in 
the Master’s Office: ““That whole 
thing with Columbia Point is 
really scandalous.” 

* + * 

It was no simple progression 
for either Whittlesey or Garrity 
even to consider placing BHA 
into receivership. -Last January, 
Garrity told the Phoenix that re- 
ceivership was a_ possibility 
“only in the mind of the press, 
and nowhere else.” Two weeks 
ago he admitted, “Receivership 
is now one of our options.” 

The change in Whittlesey, a 
slight, soft-spoken man who pro- 
vides community groups with 
housing development and man- 
agerial skills through Greater 
Boston Community Develop- 
ment, was more dramatic. One 
BHA insider sympathetic to the 
Master’s Office said, ‘He had to 
be educated as far as the polit- 


ical aspects go. He didn’t under- 
stand until recently that this is 
war — with the Mayor. He 
downplayed that. For a long 
time he refused to believe that 
White would not step back and 
let the place do a good job and 
feel that he as mayor would 
benefit because public housing 
would benefit.” 

Still, Whittlesey has not 
changed his role as a shrewd and 
mostly silent mediator, coming 
down firm when he feels that is 
required, but for the most part 
acting as a firm and gentle prod 
in the direction of reform. 
“That’s the genius of Whittle- 
sey,” says Garrity. ““He’s a per- 
son who listens as well as talks. 
He _ hears, talks, and nego- 
tiates.” 

It’s an approach that has not 
pleased everyone. Gershon Rat- 
ner, chief counsel for Greater 
Boston Legal Services and a pro- 
totypical public interest lawyer 
who has pursued the Perez case 
for several. years, claims to have 
reservations about Whittlesey’s 
“very non-aggressive, detached 
attitude.” Ratner, who has been 
pushing for some form of re- 
ceivership, seems willing to al- 
low the momentum of events to 
control the situation for now: 
“We could agree with the court 
issuing several orders giving the 
Authority one last chance to put 
their house in order,”’ he said. 

* - * 

The Boston Housing Court 
had a full contingent from all 
sides in the Perez case at its July 
2 session, the day after the re- 
lease of the Master’s Report. 
Ratner had his full retinue of as- 
sociates and assistants. Tenant 


reps, Master's staff, Garrity, and 
the BHA legal crew had all 
assembled. But the key figure of 
the day turned out to be a new- 
comer, Mark Michaelson, law- 
yer for the State Street Law firm 
of Choate, Hall and Stuart and 
special counsel to the BHA for 


.the Perez case. After a year of 


grudging and sometimes incom- 
petent compliance with the 
court, and faint-hearted objec- 
tions to the initiatives of Ratner 
and the Master’s Office, Mich- 
aelson’s appearance came as a 
breath of fresh air to authority 
officials. ‘I think he really threw 
everybody off balance,” said one 
official. 

Michaelson said two things: 
that the Master’s Report, while 
useful as a management study, is 
not, technically,.a Master’s Re- 
port since it was not written on 
the basis of evidentiary hear- 
ings, and that if current draft or- 
ders before the court ordering 
BHA to fill vacant positions with 
court veto power are issued, 
BHA would appeal them as an 
improper infringement upon the 
authority’s power. © 

At an informal eourt meeting 
last Wednesday, Michaelson 
clarified the authority’s posi- 
tion. Refusing to acknowledge 
the court’s authority in any part 
of the current draft order (which 
calls for the filling of personnel 
slots, the halting of a mainten- 
ance reorganization and the hir- 
ing of a labor negotiator to work 
on new job and wage classifica- 
tions), Michaelson implied that 
BHA would oppose all orders ex- 
cept for those dealing with spe- 
cific repairs. ““The court has the

care of their own special inter- 
ests. : 
Consider Bill Ezékiel, the 
beefy and affable professional 
who directed Henry Jackson’s 
Massachusetts primary victory. 
The day before the nomination, 
Ezekiel predicted flatly that a 
majority of the Massachusetts 
delegation would oppose Carter, 
adding, “I'd vote for Abbie Hoff- 
man before I'd vote for Jimmy 
Carter. Carter stands for the Re- 
publican platform.” By the next 
day, however, word was out from 
Jackson to get behind Carter. So 
the unknowing Jackson dele- 
gates were whipped into line on 
the pretext that their man had a 
real chance to be Carter’s run- 
ning mate. After the nomina- 
tion, Ezekiel ironically attri- 
buted his own conversion to “a 
mystical experience” but later 
said, “We did what we had to. 
Jackson got what he wanted.” 
He left to speculation. whether 
there might be a spot for Scoop 
as Secretary of Defense or State. 
While there was some criti- 
cism of the Massachusetts dele- 
gation as unfriendly and clique-y 
— where the Udalls speak only 
to Udalls and the Carters speak 
only to God — an endearing 
camaraderie developed among 
some of the non-Carter dele; 
gates, bound together by the 
feeling that they were not part of 
the great pageant unfolding. 
Udall delegate Betty Taymor 
took the time to try to persuade 
Wallace delegate Letitia An- 
gelone of the merits of the Equal 
Rights Amendment. Wallace 


delegate “Dapper” O’Neil posed 


for a picture with Harris dele- 
gate Anita Greenbaum, a long- 
time anti-war activist and 
staunch advocate of uncondi- 
tional amnesty. “We've all be- 
come friends,’ Greenbaum said. 
(Udall alternate Kay Stein had 
to be reassured — “It’s okay, 
Kay.” — when, happening upon 
George Wallace one day, she 
caught herself smiling warmly at 
him.) 

Ironically, it was Massachu- 
setts that came to the aid of Ala- 
bama, following the cavalier way 
the Alabama delegation had 
been gaveled down the night of 
the nomination in violation of an 
understanding between Na- 
tional Committee Chairman 
Robert Strauss and Wallace’s 
homestate delegation. Alabama 
had been promised five minutes 
during the balloting to explain 
why George Wallace swung his 
support to Carter, an arrange- 
ment similar to those for Udall 
and Brown. In a spirit of fair 
play, Massachusetts delegates 
voted without dissent to de- 
mand that the National Com- 
mittee apologize to Alabama. 
The night of the vice-presiden- 
tial nomination, Strauss, who 
may have felt a formal apology 
would have marred the unity of 
the coronation, didn’t apologize 
but made remarks which were 
deemed sufficiently conciliatory 
by the Wallace forces. Alabama 
State Senator Bob Wilson then 
offered to show his appreciation 
by making all the Massachu- 
setts delegates honorary lieu- 
tenant colonels in the Alabama 
militia. 

The camaraderie reached a 
crescendo in the wee hours of the 
morning at Maude’s Restaur- 
ant-Bar at Summit Hotel, where 
several delegations were housed. 


Nightly beer drinking contests 
among the Massachusetts, 
South Dakota, Hawaii and Ken- 
tucky delegations reportedly 
boosted the volume of Maude’s 
business to record highs. Two of 
Governor Michael Dukakis’s 
aides, Mark Zebrick and Dolores 
Mitchell, inadvertently scored a 
public relations coup for the 
Governor’s office by their par- 
ticipation in the liquid sport. 

For the Governor himself, the 
convention was a public rela- 
tions bust. Indeed if Dukakis 
had any delusions about this 
convention’s turning him into a 
national figure or even increas- 
ing his popularity among fellow 
Massachusetts Democrats, he 
must have been sorely disap- 
pointed. Viewers at home who 
hoped to see his performance as 
chairman of the platform draft- 
ing committee Tuesday night 
know that he was upstaged by 
Jackie Onassis on CBS and by 
commercials and a Walter Mon- 
dale interview on NBC. What 
they don’t know is that Dukakis 
was not well received even by the 
Massachusetts delegates in 
Madison Square Garden. “He 
didn’t even receive the usual 
courtesy applause,”’ said a dele- 
gate, one of many who talked 
throughout Dukakis’s presen- 
tation. The comments, accord- 
ing to Jackson delegate Ralph 
Roberts of Fall River, “were not 
polite.”’ Said another, “I 
couldn’t repeat them, even for 
the Phoenix.” 

Even those favorably dis- 
posed to Dukakis said, “‘Nobody 
really cared about what he was 
saying.” “‘He was just one more 
boring speaker,” said a Dukakis 
friend, noting ‘“Daley’s people 
did. better for Daley, and so did 
Church’s.” 


Despite the presence of what 
appeared to be most of Dukak- 
is's personal staff in New York 
(“all on vacation,” he said), 
things did not go well for Mich- 
ael. When the location of his pre- 
scheduled press conference to 
discuss the platform was 
changed without prior notice, 
some reporters never found the 
new location. Out-of-state as 


- well as Massachusetts reporters 


seeking an advance copy of 
Tuesday night’s speech found 
nothing. Reporters who found 
the press conference heard little 
more than a bland defense of 
Carter’s platform. Dukakis 
strongly disagreed with Rep- 
resentative Barney Frank’s 
assessment that Carter “didn’t 
know what the hell he was do- 
ing” in proposing a federal wel- 
fare program that favors those 
states which, unlike Massachu- 
setts, have lagged in taking over 
welfare costs from the cities. 
“One cannot read the plank in- 
telligently and feel it favors ci- 
ties over states,” Dukakis said 
tersely. “‘A fair reading would be 
that the federal share of welfare 
would be increased on a 75-25 
basis, regardless of whether the 
cities or the states are currently 
paying.” 

Asked how it happened that 
he was the only politician or ob- 
server of the platform hearings 
who had stated that Carter had 
not influenced the shaping of the 
platform, Dukakis explained, “I 
wasn’t there immediately after- 
ward. [Carter operative] Joe 
Duffey’s staff was part of the 
process, but it would be a mis- 
take to think that the thing was 
just whipped through.” Several 
reporters chuckled indulgently. 

Even in the Massachusetts 
caucus, Dukakis moved awk- 


wardly, posing for pictures with 
a few. delegates and their chil- 
dren and going through the mo- 
tions of greeting other fellow 
Democrats. Some delegates, 
however, moved out of his path 
to avoid the obligatory gestures. 
Dukakis confidant and advisor 
Fran Meaney, a Carter dele- 
gate, admits that when it comes 
to public relations, Dukakis is 
“awful. You can’t work with 
him. He’s a very modest person. 
He thinks it’s enough for him to 
do a good job and-then walk 
around with his head down.” As 
for the convention itself as a 
public relations job, said 
Meaney, “it was botched. Mich- 
ael couldn’t control what the 
networks did to him on Tuesday 
night [the platform], but he did 
have control over Thursday 
night [the post-acceptance 
speeches Love-In at the po- 
dium]. But he didn’t want to 
spend the extra hundred bucks 
to fly back down here on Thurs- 
day.” 

The Governor’s unspectac- 
ular reception at this conven- 
tion keeps alive the spirit of 
Chub Peabody, who in 1964 
hoped to boost his gubernatorial 
re-election chances by national 
exposure. Peabody’s role at that 
convention was to introduce the 
keynote speaker, Senator John 
Pastore of Rhode Island. When 
he got up to speak, all three net- 
works cut away for commer- 
cials. And as the week wore on, 
more and more people in his own 
delegation put on Bellotti-for- 
Governor pins. Reminiscing at 
this year’s convention, Peabody 
said, “The ’64 convention was a 
disaster for me. I’d have been 
better off staying in Massachu- 
setts and not coming down at 


all.” re}

It is understood that it goes 
along with the job. Getting fired, 
that is. There have only been, af- 
ter all, 475 managers in the en- 
tire history of major league base- 
ball, and when- Darrell Dean 
Johnson’s phone rang omin- 
ously in Dallas last Monday, it 
marked the 290th time a team 
has decided to switch horses in 
mid-season. 

And this figure does not even 
begin to take into account the 
number of managers who have 
been shit-canned during the 
other six months of the year, or 
those whose contracts have been 
allowed to expire quietly at the 
end of a season. (Casey Stengel, 
for instance, was never “fired” 
by anyone; he merely retired 
from baseball on four occa- 
sions.) It does, however, include 
the lucky few — the Walter Al- 
stons who survive 23 consecu- 
tive one-year contracts, the Con- 
nie Macks who happen to own 
their team and consequently 
manage it for 53. years, and the 
Fred Hutchinsons who are for-

ing the front office happy while 
he tries to placate the players by 
convincing them that he’s stick- 
ing up for them.” 

In that regard, the players

— simply because the man had 
not been fired for being a bad 
manager, but because the Red 
Sox were playing lousy baseball. 

“We all expected it,” an- 
swered Willoughby. “I’m sure he 
expected it.” 

Bad baseball and bad manag- 
ing do not necessarily go hand- 
in-hand. At a closed-door meet- 
ing last summer, for instance, 
the players banded together and 
vowed to “‘win this thing in spite 
of him.”

Zimmer also instituted a semi- 
dress code: Players must now 
wear sport coats on commercial 
flights. That rule was sus- 
pended for the duration of the 
current trip, since most of the 
guys didn’t even bring sport 
coats for the two-week trip. 

At some point during the 
gathering, Zimmer also stressed 
that regulations would be en- 
forced. “If there’s a rule that 
says you can’t drink in the hotel 


bar, then dammit, you don’t | 


drink in the hotel bar, period.” 
(Johnson’s approach upon catch- 
ing his players in violation of this 


rule was usually to buy them @ 


drink.) But significantly, Zim- 
mer did not forbid drinking in 
the hotel bar. 

Apart from his other eminent 
qualifications — and they are 
many — Don Zimmer also brings 
with him -the prerequisite for 
managing in the big leagues — 
he has done it before. (It is also 
known that since coming to the 
Red Sox, Zimmer has spurned 
three other managerial jobs as he 
waited, as the heir apparent, for 
this one.) That is precisely why 
people are talking about Earl 
Weaver, who has not yet been 
fired in- Baltimore, as a poten- 
tial Red Sox manager, and, still 
more prophetically, about Dar- 
rell Johnson as the manager of 
the new Seattle team next sea- 
son. As of last Monday, after all, 
Johnson met the first qualifica- 
tion. 

Frankly, I don’t care who man- 
ages Danny Kaye’s team. Not as 
long as Don Zimmer manages 
ours. Oo

imitations of Life 


The bitter tears of Rainer Werner Fassbinder

While pundits and public alike lionize 
Lina Wertmuller, reigning queen of 
politico/sexual melodrama, the prodi- 
giously talented German director, Rainer 
Werner Fassbinder, whose films explore 
the sexual/political realm far more pro- 
foundly and elegantly, has gone rela- 
tively unnoticed. Fortunately for local 
filmgoers, Fassbinder’s Fox and His 
Friends has played two separate runs re- 
cently, and they now can catch perhaps 
the finest of his films exhibited in the US, 
The Bitter Tears of Petra von Kant (at 
the Back Bay Screening Room). But so 
prolific is the 31-year-old Fassbinder that 
even if Boston were to present one of his 
films each week, we wouldn’t have seen 
them all before Jimmy Carter is inaug- 
urated. And at the rate we’re going now, 
we may have to wait until the swearing-in 
of Jerry Brown. 

The movies of the Teuton terrible are 
by no means “easy.”’ They are full of in- 
jokes and references to other filmmakers: 
Godard, Ophuls, Fuller, Siegel, Walsh, 
Welles, Wyler and, recently his guiding 
light, Douglas Sirk, the Danish-born di- 
rector of such sudsers as Imitation of Life, 
Written on the Wind and The Tarnished 
Angels. Melodramatic yet austere, se- 
ductive yet distancing, callous yet ten- 
der, Fassbinder’s films, like Jean Re- 
noir’s, manage an extraordinary compas- 
sion even for characters depicted at their 
worst. His is a cinema in which style, for- 
malism and artifice disguise (and em- 
phasize all the more by camouflaging it) 
an all-encompassing pity. 

Born in Bavaria of a doetor father and a 

‘ translator mother, Fassbinder attended 


drama school and first became known to 
German audiences as an actor and play- 
wright with the Munich Action Theater, 
then with the “anti-theater’” he founded 
in 1968. The Bitter Tears of Petra von 
Kant was originally a 1971 play and, in 
translating it to film, Fassbinder has avoi- 
ded “opening it up.” Without ever seem- 
ing stagy, it remains theatrical: the ac- 
tion transpires in a single bizarrely dec- 
orated room, mostly on a bed, and in its 
five long scenes there are only six charac- 
ters, all women. 

Petra von Kant is a bisexual fashion de- 
signer who has endured two marriages — 
the first ended in widowhood, the second 
in divorce — and now lives alone in her 
glitzy bedroom studio with her silent ser- 
vant Marlene. We watch Petra, a spec- 
tral figure with a face like a death mask, 
rise and gear up for the hypocrisies of the 
day: a telephone call, full of false hearti- 
ness, affected sympathy and picayune 
bickering, to her mother; a sly refusal to 
pay a bill; cruel, peremptory demands 
made of the masochistic Marlene, who 
glides phantomlike through the room’s 
chichi in dark 19th-century garb. As Pe- 
tra maneuvers through the day, she gath- 
ers strength. Her eyes become hard, her 
mouth curls with insinuation, her make- 
up manufactures beauty in her hard fea- 
tures; she dresses in a dazzling white 
gown and a wig. Sidonie, a friend, ar- 
rives. They discuss marriage. Sidonie is 
happy but Petra, full of disdain, pricks 
her with uncertainty and taunts her with 
her own broken marriage. “It’s all very 
well for you and Lester,” she says, “but 
Frank and I wanted to try for the higher 
love: we weren’t interested in a dull mar- 


riage, in constraints.” Marlene ‘watches 
the catfight silently. Only when Petra 
describes her growing disgust with her 
husband, and then with all men, does her 
pallid mask register horror. 

Petra is posing throughout this first 
scene. Artifice cloaks her life as do the 
film’s uncanny mock-period costumes — 
a different one for each scene, for each 
emotion, for each ritual. Mating is the rite 
of the next sequence, and Petra appears in 
a wig and a pearl-swathed harem outfit 
that constricts her feet, making her mince 
on tiptoe as if her feet had been bound, 
Oriental-style. Her prey is Karin, a love- 
ly, lazy, lower-class friend of Sidonie’s 
who hopes that her acquaintance with Pe- 
tra will help make her name as a model. 
Karin appears im a silver breast-plated 
Valkyrie outfit and the two walk through 
a wicked — and wickedly funny — mat- 
ing dance while Petra advises humility 
and the acceptance of constraints, con- 
tradicting all she has told Sidonie in the 
previous scene. Meanwhile, Marlene 
types, observes, fetches champagne. 

When Karin moves in with Petra, the 
power in the relationship shifts. Petra, 
previously the master, now becomes the 
haunted, possessive slave. When Karin 
begins to achieve success as a model and 
leaves Petra to return to her husband, she 
tells her mentor, “You thrive on suf- 
fering.”” Indeed Petra does: in the next 
scene we find her in inebriated agony on 
her white fluffy carpet — on a cloud, as it 
were. Dressed in a blond wig and a frilly, 
coquettish French party dress, she lur- 
ches drunkenly toward the phone when- 
ever it rings, hoping for word from Karin.

Jean Renoir and the cinema of escape

It has been a summer of bad 
news in the movie business. The 
newly released films have been 
almost universally disappoint- 
ing and even the summertime 
audience, usually the least dis- 
criminating of the year, seems to 
know it. But by a peculiar turn, 
Boston suddenly finds itself in 
the midst of enough showings of 
the films of Jean Renoir to raise 
suspicions of either a conspiracy 
or a festival. In the past couple of 
weeks various theaters and pub- 
lic film societies have shown not 
only the two great favorites, The 
Grand Illusion and Rules of the 
Game, but also The Southerner 
(one of Renoir’s American films) 
and La Marseillaise (which the 
Park Square had the wit to open 
on Bastille Day). And in the next 
two weeks, two additional Re- 
noirs, one never released in the 
United States until this year, 
will play in Boston and Cam- 
bridge. 

Of the two, La Chienne (The 
Bitch) is nearly certain to at- 
tract more attention. Made in 
1931, it had an early success in 
France but then more or less dis- 
appeared, reaching the United 
States in a subtitled version for 
commercial exhibition only this 
year even though the Renoir 
boom, which began with the ec- 
static rediscovery of Grand Illu- 
sion in the late ’50s, is almost 20 
years old. Its appearance is thus 
a kind of premiere, and for the 
occasion there is a glorious new 
print of sharp blacks and whites. 

Renoir has described La Chi- 
enne as ‘“‘a serious drama, a pes- 
simistic story revolving around a 
murder.” But to the contempor- 
ary eye it looks richer and more 
complex, more like a black com- 
edy whose dramatic color con- 
trasts are perfectly appropriate. 
Renoir himself probably knew 
this, for the opening scene warns 
that the film should not be re-

duced to a formula. When one 
puppet declares that the movie 
is “a serious social drama prov- 
ing that vice is always pun- 
ished,” another edges toward 
him, beats him over the head 
and turns to the audience to in- 
sist that La Chienne “has no 
moral and proves nothing at all.” 
What follows is the story of a 
mild, repressed clerk (Michel 
Simon) in a lingerie factory who 


“tries to escape from marriage 


and succeeds through an hilari- 
ous ruse, ending up an undetec- 
ted murderer and cheerful bum 
— a conclusion which antici- 
pates the great role Simon 
played in the next film he made 
with Renoir, Boudu Saved From 
Drowning. 


On the surface; The‘ Crime of 
M. Lange, made in 1935, is a 
much different film from La 
Chienne. It is one of Renoir’s 
overtly political films, produced 
during the hopeful days of the 
Popular Front when the French 
left thought it could foresee the 
collapse of capitalism and the 
triumph of some form of social- 
ism. Here a group of workmen 
takes over a printing shop when 
the owner, an unscrupulous, 
womanizing capitalist, flees his 
creditors and apparently. dies in 
a train wreck. They turn the 
shop into a co-operative and 
make of it a great success. The 
owner, who has been disguised as 
a priest, then returns and re- 
claims the business. One of the 


employees. kills him and flees 
with his girlfriend, escaping the 
police with the aid of some or- 
dinary people on the Belgian 
border. The whole movie is a 
kind of ode to folk democracy, 
told with such warmth and hu- 


- mor that its ending often brings 


audiences, cheering, to their 
feet. 

But different as these two 
movies seem, they both work out 
a theme which recurs persis- 
tently inRenoir’s films. In one 
movie after another, Renoir. ex- 
plored the struggle of men and 
women to escape from the exis- 
ting social milieu. Of course, al- 
most all films which bother with 
narrative deal with some kind of 
change (or threatened change) in 


social status,. The two dominant 
motifs in the Western film tra- 
dition are the movement from 
the unmarried state to wedlock, 
and from life to death — in 
short, ‘“‘Kiss! Kiss! Bang! 
Bang!” At least until recently, 
marriage has been a cherished 
goal which, once realized, en- 
trenches the bride or groom ever 
more deeply in the existing mi- 
lieu, while death customarily re- 
sults from an act of heroism in 
defense of conventional norms or 
from a villain’s defiance of them. 
Renoir’s films, however, rest on a 
distinct disapproval of the so- 
cial cosmos and a wish for some- 
thing better. 

These attitudes are clear 
enough in The Crime of M. 
Lange, which glows with Re- 
noir’s admiration for the com- 
munal spirit of the printing co- 
operative, for the warm-hearted 
sympathy the workers offer each 
other in their daily travails, and 
“for their jolly drunkenness dur- 
ing parties. Like La Marseil- 
laise, a movie made by Renoir in 
the mid-’30s somewhat didac- 
tically celebrating the French 
Revolution as a people’s upris- 
ing, The Crime of M. Lange is 
steeped in the optimism of 
democratic socialism, which 
venerates the liberal revolutions 
of the past and looks forward to 
greater social and economic 
equality through the more or less 
peaceful defeat of bourgeois 
capitalism by socialist. parties 
and trade unions. 

Such a rejection of the exist- 
ing order also occurs in those of 
Renoir’s movies whose politics 
are much less overt, including La 
Chienne. But here the critique is 
Bohemian rather than socialist 
— although, of course, the two 
views can be held by the same 
person. In his exquisite short, A 
Day in the Country (a film 
which, sadly, revival houses

Birth control

THE LAST WOMAN. Di- 
rected by Marco Ferreri. Writ- 
ten by Ferreri and Rafael Az- 
cona. With Gerard Depardieu, 
Ornella Muti, Zou Zou, Mi- 
chel Piccoli and one very cute 
14-month-old. At the Charles. 

When you get laid off, there’s 
nothing left to do but get laid. 
For that you have to deal with 
women, however, and the labor 
entailed is more dangerous and 
frustrating than anything work 
involves. At least this is what the 
protagonist — and perhaps the 
director — of The Last Woman 
would have us believe. Marco 
Ferreri’s film aspires to be a sort 
of male version of The Red Des- 
ert: a working-class man lurches 
toward an identity crisis, com- 
ing apart over his relation to 
himself and to the women in his 
life. His story is set in the bleak- 
est, most sterile urban-industri- 
al landscape France can pro- 
vide. White buildings, gray 
skies, dirty factories — every- 
thing is huge, indistinguishable, 
inhuman. Even the treeless ex- 
panses of grass are a wasteland. 
(No wonder everyone stays in- 
side, bored, albeit in equally des- 
olate interiors.) 

But unlike Antonioni’s clas- 
sic, The Last Woman is simplis- 
tic, its characters shallow and 
unpleasant, its depictions and 





manipulations unfair. (Ferreri 
also made La Grande Bouffe, 
wherein several people gleefully 
ate themselves to death, so his 
view of human appetites is not 
exactly chipper.) Gerard Depar- 
dieu plays the factory worker out 
of a job. After his wife leaves him 
and their adorable son and be- 
comes a feminist, he begins an 
affair with the stunning young 
woman who cares for the boy at 
the factory’s day care center 
(and subsequently at the apart- 
ment). The wine-bellied Depar- 
dieu is easily the most obses- 
sive-compulsive character in 
cinema, always fidgeting, eat- 
ing, drinking, talking, playing 
with himself (he spends half the 
film with nothing on) or his son 
or both, constantly trying to con- 
trol everything, to remain the 
center of attention. The extent of 
his infantile narcissism virtual- 
ly defies belief, his life entirely 
genital-centered. Yet since he’s 
good-looking enough and has a 
smidgen of charm, it’s not im- 
possible that someone might find 
him attractive. At the movie’s 
end, as everyone knows by now, 
Depardieu throws in the towel, 
so to speak, in the war between 
the sexes and cuts off his penis 
with an electric carving knife 
that’s been a prominent prop 
throughout. The scene is altoge- 
ther realistic and, needless to 
say, stays with you. 
Cinematically, The Last Wo- 
man is well-made; the shooting, 
editing and camerawork look

smooth. Further, the writing 
rings mostly true and the acting 
is so superb that one immedi- 
ately assumes that these people 
are, indeed, like this, that De- 
pardieu (whose performance is 
amazing) is actually this infan- 
tile. But the film’s terms of ar- 
gument are unfair because his 
character is so patently crazy 
(like the fantasy of an extremely 
radical feminist) and because 
the principal women are im- 
plausibly passive, confused or 
sisterly (the mistress, though ex- 
perienced in affairs, is really 
meant to be a novice; the de- 
parted wife is flighty and impul- 
sive; they get to like each other). 
The other women are_ bitchy 
feminists or easy lays, and the 
other men are either sagely re- 
signed to the mysteries of the fe- 
male or even bigger oafs than 
Depardieu. (Sometimes the 
baby is the only one on camera 
who seems to make any sense at 


all or know who he is and what 
his. life’s all about.) Finally, a 
minor unfairness: how are we 
supposed to damn this man’s ob- 
noxious horniness when the dil- 
rector has paired him with a do- 
cile, leggy, narrow-waisted, 
stacked, pretty mistress? Fan- 
tasies, exaggerations: no one in 
The Last Woman has a chance. 

A problem more serious than 
unfairness, though, is intent. Is 
Depardieu a type or a particular 
case, an okay guy with a few 
problems who’s done in by the 
New Woman and thus pitiable, 
or pure aberration? Or is he in 
between — what men are really 
like at their worst or ainderneath 
it all (i.e., warped -and child- 
ish)? We don’t know how Fer- 
reri feels, whether he wants 
hyperbolic allegory, condemna- 
tion (of which gender?), pity, 
terror, empathy or “this is the 
way all men and women work to- 
gether” at their most aggra- 


vated and pathological. 

Ironic or not, Depardieu’s 
character will be difficult for 
most self-conscious, -educated 
American men to identify with. 
By which I mean those of us one- 
time chauvinists who (allow me 
the sweeping statement) are try- 
ing to become “reconstructed” 
for our liberated partners, whe- 
ther they’re genuinely so or just 
acting out the new female ma- 
cho (still anxious but casual and 
aggressive about sex as well as 
performance-oriented, etc.). De- 
pardieu isn’t insecure, isn’t up- 
tight about competence, about 
pleasing, about equipment size 
or ability. This man hasn’t one 
whit of introspection or aware- 
ness of roles; most of the audi- 
ence does. Psychologically, his 
self-destruction at the end is in- 
appropriate. There hasn’t been 
enough crisis in his confidence, 
enough struggling to cope — 
there’s no way so narcissistic a 
personality would suddenly slice 
off the most important thing he 
has, even if his girlfriend has just 
smacked him in the shoulder 
with a hammer and he can’t re- 
taliate adequately. Themati- 
cally (in terms of tension, in- 
evitability of choice, and so on) 
the mutilation seems right, 
though: there.are probably few 
men who haven’t felt at some 
point in their lives that things 

- would be better, more peaceful, 
if they were just rid of this thing 
at whose mercy they are. 

Philip Roth and Alberto Mora- 
via have written novels, and Mike 
Nichols has made a film, about 
such males, although their prota- 
gonists weren’t so pathetic, gro- 
tesque or arrested. Powerful, high- 
ly disturbing but finally incoher- 
ent, The Last Woman is not in the 
same league. oO

Remember all the dirty-talk 
that peppered Moonchildren? 
Well, that was only 1965 and 
those were nice, upper-middle- 
class, moderately hip Brandeis 
goof-offs who nibbled PB&J and 
picked up girls at peace rallies. 
Mayday focuses on allegedly 
hardcore activists, fictional 
counterparts of those who or- 
chestrated the massive demon- 
stration in Washington in the 
spring of 1971, when 12,000 pro- 
testers were arrested and incar- 
cerated in a football stadium. 
There are probably more “fucks” 
in this play than Ron Tavel and 
Leroi Jones, working together, 
could compress into a similar 
time span. Linguistic limita- 
tions notwithstanding, Mayday 
is an intriguing if not an es- 
pecially deft or original play 
acutely affected by that pe- 
culiar quirk of perspective that 
makes what is but recently by- 
gone appear more dated than an- 
cient history. 

Evidently Michael Wikes, the 
BU theater student who wrote 
Mayday, was a suburban DC 
high school student during what 
John Mitchell dubbed the anti- 
war movement’s “spring offen- 
sive.” Actually, he was a sus- 
pended high schooler and there- 
fore had oodles of-time in which 
to participate in minor skir- 
mishes against the Establish- 
ment. Alas, he was too green and 
probably had to go to bed too 
early to become involved in the 
really big doings which his play 
depicts. Mayday is not, then, in- 
tended as a documentary: the 
characters (six student activists 
and a Vietnam Veteran Against 
the War, at least one of whom is 
a CIA informer) are fictional and 
the bulk of the play explores 
their interworkings and con- 
flicts. 

While the characters are cer- 
tainly representative (one, in

fact, claims to represent the 
Jewish Acting Students of 
America and spends arduous 
hours organizing a perfectly atro- 
cious exercise in guerrilla thea- 
ter), they never completely jell. 
One moment they seem sorority 
chums planning the prom, the 
next like amateur raconteurs, 
and the next like cardboard acti- 
vists as they spout stilted jingo 
such as “You know, I think you 
vets have done more for the 
movement than any of the 
others” and ‘“‘We’re going to fuck 
up this war machine, and that’s 
difficult business.” By far the 
most successful scenes in May- 
day are the Moonchildish ones in 
which the dissenters lie around 
getting stoned and expostula- 
ting on the fascism of Ser- 
monette. The philosophic con- 
tent of their speculations may be 
banal, but the drug-induced fog 
is nice. Certainly these wry, re- 
laxed filler scenes ring truer than 
the political ones, which are too 
often laden with harangue and 
much flailing of arms. 

Like so. many propaganda 
plays, Mayday is tinged with 
that “revolution as a summer 


camp” aura. There’s tenting to-’

night in Rock Creek Park, ama- 
teur dramatics on the Senate 
steps, even an Arts & Crafts ses- 
sion in which everyone crayons 
posters. The demonstrations 
themselves, staged with 15 ac- 
tors screaming like 50, are more 
reminiscent of a pep rally than a 
groundswell protest formidable 
enough to bollix the govern- 
ment. Still, because the winters 
of our youthful discontent and 
the springs of Kent State and 
Mayday have given way so 
quickly to .this new, toothless 
(unless you count Carter’s) sum- 
mer of lethargy, invocations of 
the Vietnam era are almost 
bound to wield an eerie fascina- 
tion. The slides of riot cops and 
bodies on the Kent State quad 
that accompany Mayday are still 
more shocking because the anger 
evaporated so quickly.

Alwin Nikolais has a strange 
sense of humor. Double-edged, it 
makes you laugh, but at your 
own ideals. I was reminded of 
this two weekends ago at Con- 
necticut College, where a full 
house of enthusiasts were very 
much amused by his gleeful 
iconoclasm. ; 

The curtain rose on three iden- 
tical trios of dancers in ghostly 
white masks and leotards bril- 
liantly striated except for a cen- 
tral blob of black. They crouched 
among pulsating splotches of 
color projected on the wall be- 
hind them and grouped into 
three pyramids, staring from be- 
hind their masks’ eye-holes. 
Blooping electronic sounds 
dripped into the air. The dancers 
assumed weird shapes, held 
them, then assumed others. The 
spectators were supposed to 
gasp. They did. It didn’t seem to 
matter to them that the dancers’ 
gazes weren’t very intense, that 
their limbs didn’t take positions 
assertively, or that this kind of 
static posing looked rather 
dated. Nikolais had everyone in 
his special kind of thrall, for his 
delight in body shapes is infec- 
tious . 

In “Temple” (1974) Nikolais 
searched for God. He’s not in the

a professional analysand. And 
one’s pent-up feelings about the 
events which Mayday concerns 
do a lot to compensate for the 
rudimentary nature of Wikes’s 
treatment. 

The Ward Street Players, in 
summers past a suburban the- 
ater troupe, are performing May- 
day at the Boston Arts Group on 
Boylston Street. The acting is, 
by and large, ingenuous, but it 
wants modulation. Gary Kap- 
lan, who plays Reggie Williams 
with rabid conviction, is tal- 
ented but wearying. Ronald R. 
Choate is engagingly loose as a 
sort of rebel jester, and Ronna 
Levy is utterly flaky as a mind- 
blown chick bent on blowing up 
the Washington Monument. The 
dozen or so actors attempting to 
multiply like human loaves and 
fishes into a credible mob (with 
just two CIA agents-cum-police- 
men played like Mafiosa punks) 
make the second act dubious, 
but director Andrew Golov 
might compensate by tighten- 
ing the smaller scenes, turning 
down the volume and playing up 
the irony. (There is, for éx- 
ample, a wonderfully sober dis- 
cussion about the possible con- 






flict of the revolution with final 
exams.) Mayday’s inevitable 
final image of the symbolic 
12,000 herded together behind a 
chain link fence is effective, but 
the scene lacks definite shape. 
Suddenly the prisoners’ taunting 
cries of “We want Bob Hope” 
and “We want Boone’s Farm” 
metamorphose into what sounds 
like panic. The way the scene is 
now pieced together it’s impos- 
sible to tell whether someone is 
suffering withdrawal symptoms 
or has choked on a government 
weenie, or if the protesters are 
simply running through the 
“Wailing Mothers’ guerrilla 
theater routine one more time for 
the cops. 


Hack job

About three-quarters of the 
way through the Proposition’s 
Taxi Tales, the blustery charac- 
ter called Father refuses to go on 
with the show. Much of the audi- 
ence has already left, he says, be- 
cause they were too busy to stay, 
and so is he. Unfortunately, the 
crowd at the performance I wit- 
nessed at the Children’s Muse- 
um was more bored than busy 
and, yes, they were leaving in 
droves. To be sure, audiences 
tend to behave callously at free- 
bies, especially outdoors where - 
not even walls constrain one to 
stay. Yet Taxi Tales’s gratis sta- 
tus shouldn’t prevent its being 
gratifying; the problem is not 
that the show is free but that its 
conception is fuzzy. 

Taxi Tales is sort of a cross be- 

veen an uncertain children’s 
show (slow, singsong speech,

so funny about Alwin Nikolais? 


heavens (the dancers looked 
there, then stood on their heads). 
He may dwell in science (they 
became pairs about to split like 
mitotic cells). He may be love 
(two embraced and were twirled 
on their stools by the third). But 
He is probably located in the hu- 
man body’s shapes, as sug- 
gested by the last pose, in which 
the top-most dancer of each trio 
revolved godlike on a stool above 
the other two, each of whom 
stuck out one bent leg to the 
side, like shrine doors opened to 
reveal Him. Though the piece 
was sloppily performed, the 
crowd at Connecticut College 
must have been True Believers, 
for they went wild. 

That God is the body and the 
shapes it can make is old news. 
Way back in 1953, Nikolais pro- 
claimed it in “Tensile Involve- 
ment.” That was performed here 
too, looking very much like the 
signature piece it has become. 
The skeletal structures drawn on 
the dancers’ costumes suggested 
that even people are composed of 
space divided by lines. All the 
dancers held long streamers, 
connected to something high off- 
stage, which extended the paths 
of their movement. Somebody 
danced in a ribboned-off square 
others held open-for her. All of 





them created their own spaces 
by standing within rectangles 
made from their ribbons, which 
grew as their legs moved out and 
shrank as their legs drew to- 
gether. When everyone fell flat to 


the stage — and thus almost out 


of the stage space — the ribbons 
traced this, too, by dropping and 
vanishing. Dancers, it would 
seem, create or negate the world. 

Nikolais doesn’t always put 
something in the place of what 
he’s debunked, thcugh. Making 
such destruction fascinating is 
the secret of his special, sure-to- 
please morbidity. “‘Triple Duet,” 
from his “Grotto” (1973), had 
much of that. Three couples 
moved through identical poses, 
although two of them wore 
mask-like makeup and were en- 
cased together in stretchy, 
striped material while the lead 
couple wore flesh-colored leo- 
tards and tights and natural 
makeup. The first couples du- 
plicated every move made by the 
last, yet with very different re- 
sults: for example, when the wo- 
man of the leotarded couple 
oozed onto the man’s back, it 
was sort of tender, even beauti- 
ful; but when their cloth-cov- 
ered copies did the same lift, the 
men had what looked like warts 
growing from their backs. This 


appeared to imply that on some 
level love is ugly and distorts 
people. ‘ 

In “Tribe” (1975) Nikolais had 
many more ideas — too many in 
fact, to treat deftly in the chor- 
eography. The pieces’ two full 
acts went on forever in order to 
show that man is still a bunch of 
microorganisms or something 
equally primitive. It started with 
vaguely bat-shaped clouds low- 
ering into a cave-like place where 
dancers swam across the floor, 
their bellies on top of skate- 
boards. The bats lifted as the 
dancers began, without their 
skateboards, to stand. We heard 
gurbling sounds as men in pris- 
tine white jockey shorts turned 
in mid-air in an attempt at lJan- 
guage. The bats again des- 
cended as frightened girls 
backed onto the stage, impelled 
towards men and to stand on 
their skateboards (which had 
also reappeared) in symbolic 
sexual couplings. Brotherhood 
was embodied by men who 
moved in tandem, saving each 
other from falling, and by two 
hefting one so that he walked in 
air. Two men deposited a wo- 
man to undergo what looked like 
childbirth, since the emphasis 
was on her curving stomach, 
physical shudders and spread 


legs. Men vying to sit on each 
other’s shoulders must have been 
having power struggles. Life was 
depicted as having left Eden 
when lovemaking occurred self- 
consciously (behind batty-look- 
ing pillars). The score sped up 
and a man was jostled by what 
seemed to be the fast, invisible 
rhythms of city life. Sex in the 
modern age became a difficult 
attempt for people in different 
planes to intersect. Death was 
shown in a compelling gesture: a 
dancer’s hand came round his 
head and seemed to take his face 
away. At the end the bats re- 
turned; everyone remounted his 
or her skateboard, though this 
time they crossed the stage more 
quickly and intensely. 

“Tribe” ’s many sections were 
just as disconnected and endless 
as my description; the message, 
after all this, was only that man 
remains a primitive. Also, Niko- 
lais’s’ many ideas and props 
dominated the piece, submerg- 
ing the dancing. And to top it off, 
there was that damned negativ- 
ism served up amusingly. At one 
time this was high humor of a 
black sort; it doesn’t look so fun- 
ny now. I didn’t even think it 
well done, but the audi- 
ence, again, felt altogether dif- 
ferently. (@)

By Starlight

Phil Woods, recently voted to: 
alto saxophonist the second con- 
secutive year in the down beat 
International Critics Poll (he is 
also a past winner as “New Star” 
on clarinet) just completed a 
highly successful 10-day stand at 
Sandy’s. Looking like a French 
Impressionist painter with his 
cap and full beard, Woods, who 
was born and raised in Spring- 
field, led his tightly knit quartet 
(pianist Mike Melillo, bassist 
Steve Gilmore and drummer Bill 
Goodwin all live within a few 
miles of Woods in Pennsyl- 
vania’s Pocono Mountains) 
through a book including pieces 
by such divergent composers as 
Irving Berlin, Randy Weston, 
Janis Ian and Melillo, plus a few 
of his own originals. 

A soloist whose lines seem al- 
most impossibly long and fluid, 
Woods has an alto sound which, 
to borrow an image from novel- 
ist Richard Price, recalls the dry 
warmth of your best girl’s hand 
in your own. After a lengthy 
period as a studio musician and 
five years in Paris (where he 
piloted a group called the Euro- 
pean Rhythm Machine) Phil 
Woods, with no small amount of 
prescient support from his cur- 
rent band, has finally gained a 
measure of long overdue recog- 
nition. 

Driving to Sandy’s, I asked 
Woods if he would submit to a 
“blindfold test.” My rationale 
for requesting him to partake in 
this format, popularized by 


Leonard Feather in down beat, 
was that Woods, at 44, is both 
old enough to have grown up 
listening to the big bands 
and young enough to be a con- 
temporary of Elvis Presley. 
His heart is in bebop, but as a 
session man he has played every- 
thing from deodorant jingles to 
Thelonious Monk big band 
charts to a solo on Paul Simon’s 
latest record. In short, Woods 
has firsthand experience in a 
panoply of musical styles. 

Woods received no prior infor- 
mation about the selections he 
would hear and then briefly dis- 
cuss. Contrary to Feather’s cus- 
tomary procedure, he was not 
asked to rate the records with 
“stars.” Rather than play him a 
succession of alto saxophonists, I 
attempted to come up with an 
interesting assortment of musi- 
cal styles. 

1. Bix Beiderbecke and Frank 
Trumbauer, ‘Singin’ the Blues” 
(from Bix and Tram, Columbia). 
Beiderbecke, cornet; Trum- 
bauer, C-melody sax; Jimmy 
Dorsey, clarinet. 

“Well, it’s a little before my 
time. Is it the Austin High Gang, 
Bix and Tram? Yeah? I love it. 
They were the first people to 
show that some of us have 
rhythm. Jimmy Dorsey on clari- 
net? You’re not using the star 
system but Id give it five stars 
anyway — just for their drink- 
ing prowess!” 

2. Bob Marley andthe Wail- 
ers, the original version of 
“Trenchtown Rock” (from Afri- 


can Herbsman, Trojan).

“I did a record with synthe- 
sizer, wah-wah pedals, the whole 
shtick, but I think they abused it 
a bit.

We’ve been 
doing that since [Miles Davis’s 
1958 recording of] “So What.” It 
seems that the rhythm is so com- 
plex that it’s difficult for them to 
improvise. I mean, if they were 
really grooving with the seven 
they could get a little further 
out.

Heart” (from Trammps, Golden 
Fleece). Earl Young, drums;

Heartburn in the Funkadelicatessen |

The Chicago Amphitheater is 
an ancient, faded concrete hall 
on Chicago’s South Side, bor- 
dered on one end by a white, low- 
er middle class neighborhood 
and on the other by the stock- 
yards. Though it’s often used for 
trade shows and exhibitions, on 
this night the dowdy structure is 
hosting something quite differ- 
ent — an ambitious musical 
package that includes Tavares, 
Bootsy’s Rubber Band and the 
Funkadelic/Parliament. The 
Amphitheater can hold an au- 
dience of close to 13,000 people, 
but less than half that number 
have braved. tornado warnings 
and a torrential thunderstorm 
(which has covered the Amphi- 
theater’s floor with an inch of 
water) to see the show. 

While Tavares whips through 
their set, the audience, which is 
exclusively black and of high 
school age, sits patiently, nod- 
ding in time with the group’s 
hits. Though occasional screams 
from the crowd’s female mem- 
bers echo through the hall, this is 
not a Tavares audience. With a 
rousing finale of “It Only Takes 
A Minute,” the quintet races off 
stage. The 5000 or so young- 
sters, who have been kept wait- 
ing already for more than two 
hours of inexplicable delays, be- 
gin to get edgy. : 

A nervous local DJ who has 
been acting as emcee suddenly 
bounds on stage and begins the 
Funkadelic litany. As if in- 
stantly rejuvenated by one of the 
crackling lightning bolts out- 
side, the crowd springs to life 
and the half-empty Amphithea- 
ter-reverberates with the chant, 
“Shit, goddam, get off your ass 
and jam.”’ Green fluorescent 
lights are waved expectantly and 
one youth, attired in an over- 
sized pink and green Afro wig, 
struts back and forth in front of 
the stage, his green light precar- 
iously perched in his unzipped 
crotch. 

Almost without warning, five 
of the Funkadelics have their in- 
struments strapped on and be- 
gin to lay down an ominous, low- 
keyed, gurgling funk beat. The 
kids, slogging through the wa- 
ter, rush to the stage to gawk at 
the freaky costumes: black 
capes, mock World War I Ger- 
man helmets and huge multi- 
colored platform shoes. The 
Funks’ leader, George Clinton; 
menacingly stalks onstage. With 
long white tassles hanging from 
every part of his oversized head- 
dress and costume, and a raun- 
chy, long haired wig dangling 
from his head, Clinton looks like 
a walking magnolia tree. As 5000 
teenagers squeal in delight, he 
picks up the mike and begins 
screaming, “Free your mind, free 
your mind.” Clinton thrusts the 
mike between his legs and then 
mockingly dangles it into the 
audience. One by one, other 
group members appear quietly in 
every manner of outrageous 
dress. Soon there are 14 Fun- 
kadelics on stage. They bang per- 
cussion instruments in time to 
the almost languid pace of the 
song, chanting in simulated 
Gregorian fashion, “Free your 
mind and your ass will follow.” 
Guitars begin to erupt, the three 
piece horn section sputters out a 
riff, Bernard Worrell stabs at his 
bank of keyboards and Clinton 
prowls the stage, taunting the 
crowd with a never-ending 
stream of cosmic jive. The 
youngsters stand stock still with 
their mouths hanging wide open. 
The Parliafunkadelicment 
Thang has invaded Chicago’s 
South Side. 

The Funkadelic/Parliament is 
one of the best kept secrets in

pop and, given the current disco 
stranglehold, one of black mu- 
sic’s few bona fide aberrations. 
Guided by George Clinton, the 
band, under the conceptual title 
of the Parliafunkadelicment 
Thang, has succeeded in de- 
veloping a schizophrenic iden- 
tity; Parliament is Clinton’s out- 
let for unstylized and spaced-out 
funk, while Funkadelic is a 
hodge-podge of weird black rock, 
voodoo mysticism, psychedelia 
and unexpurgated lyrics and lit- 
anies. Though the group sells a 
huge quantity of records under 
both monickers (and for two dif- 
ferent labels), compared to 
Earth, Wind and Fire, the Ohio 
Players and Kool and the Gang, 
they remain an almost unknown 
quantity to the white rock aud- 
ience. Unlike some of their more 
celebrated. peers, the Funks 
don’t espouse any trendy reli- 
gious or “love and understan- 
ding” philosophy. Though Clin- 
ton’s music pokes fun at itself 
and mimics the facile and glossy 
rhetoric of the competition, it is 
also laced with an undercurrent 
of hard-edged urban cynicism, 
which may account in part for 
his failure to connect with a 
mass white audience. (Yet it’s 
precisely George Clinton’s lack 
of pretension and unique vision 
that make Funkadelic/Parlia- 
ment one of the best bets to as- 
sume a commanding position in 
post-disco black music.) 
Astonishingly, Parliament has 
been together since 1954 when 
13-year-old George Clinton as- 
sembled a group of his Newark, 
N.J. friends to sing the doo-wop 
hits of the day. For almost a dec- 
ade the Parliaments existed in 
that fashion, recording sporad- 
ically and with little commer- 
cial success. In the mid ’60s, the 
group traveled to Detroit in 
hopes of landing a Motown con- 
tract. Instead, the Parliaments 
found themselves on the tiny Re- 
vilot label, one of many com- 
panies in Detroit that had 


sprung up to capitalize on the 
Motown surge. 

In the summer of 1967, the 
Parliaments splashed onto the 
soul charts with George Clin- 
ton’s delicious Motown spin-off, 
“I Wanna Testify.” The song 
was an enormous soul hit and es- 
tablished the Parliaments as an 
intriguing, if minor, second-line 
Detroit group. Several more 
Clinton songs followed, but. the 
elusive chart successor to ““Tes- 
tify” was never found. Never- 
theless, the Revilot singles 
evinced a wit that was rare in 
late ’60s Detroit soul. “The 
Goose (That Laid- the Golden 
Egg),” “All Your Goodies Are 
Gone (Let Hurt Put You In The 
Loser’s Seat)” and “Old Time 
Funky Music” (the first Parlia- 
ments record that featured the 
group as a self-contained unit), 
while arranged in Motown fa- 
shion, gave some evidence that 
George Clinton had more on his 
mind than “baby love.” 

By 1968, the Parliaments, 
frustrated with the limitations of 
mainstream Motown soul, set 
out to create their own identity. 
Revilot had gone bankrupt but 
still maintained the rights to the 
Parliament name. The group 
went underground and then re- 
surfaced later that year in Ro- 
man togas and gladiator outfits, 
billing themselves as Funk- 
adelic. Buoyed by psychedelics 
and the mushrooming Detroit 
rock scene, the Funks meshed 
Sly and Hendrix influences with 
their own warped funk. The 
group’s first album bore testa- 
ment to the change. Released in 
1969 on Armen Boladian’s nas- 
cent Westbound label, Funka- 
delic is threadbare, crawling 
funk, anchored by Tiki Ful- 
wood’s fatback drumming and 
colored by Eddie Hazel’s brittle 
lead guitar. The album opens 
with an introduction to the new 
ethic — “Mommy, What’s a 
Funkadelic” — and closes by 
serving mocking notice to the 


’60’s concept of soul. “What is 
Soul?” is an all-out assault on 
the soul myths that were fos- 
tered at the time. While a gurg- 
ling organ and brooding chant 
provide the droning back- 
ground, a voice cries out, “What 
is soul?” Clinton answers in 


drawling, hip style, “Soul is a 





cowering audience, “My name is 
Funkadelic/I am not of your 
world ....” 

Albums that followed their de- 
but disc saw the scope of Clin- 
ton’s Funkadelic concept ex- 
pand to whatever would titil- 
late, offend or provoke a reac- 
tion: Here were songs like ‘Pus- 
sy,” “America Eats Its Young” 
and, most of all, ‘““Loose Booty,” 
a song that seemed to cultivate 
the Funks image as depraved 
and drug-crazed freaks. 

Though the group’s album 
covers had always intended to 
show off their strange aesthetic 
sense, the contribution of artist 
Pedro Bell on 1973’s Cosmic Slop 
provided the perfect, visual ac- 
com paniment to Funkadelic mu- 
sic. Hideously mutant pimps 
and whores parade around on the 
autside, while inside equally sur- 
real and bloated characters por- 
tray song titles like “No Com- 
pute (Spit Don’t Make No Ba- 
bies)” and “Nappy Dugout.” 
Bell and George Clinton have 
collaborated on the album cov- 
ers since: mutant, cartoon-like 
portraits of the band, as well as 
science fiction scenarios and con- 
tinuing excerpts from one Sir 
Lleb (‘As It Is Written Hence- 
forth ... that on the Eighth 
Day, the Cosmic Strumpet of 
MOTHER NATURE was 
spawned to envelope this Third 
Planet in FUNKACIDAL VI- 
BRATIONS. And She birthed 
Apostles Ra, Hendrix, Stone & 
CLINTON to preserve all funki- 
ness of man into eternity ... 
But! Fraudulent forces of ob- 
noxious JIVATION grew ... 
Sun Ra strobed back to Saturn 
to await his Next Reincarna- 
tion, Jimi was forced back into 
basic atoms; Sly was co-opted 
into a jester monolith ... and 
only seedling GEORGE re- 
mained!”’). 

On the most recent Funka- 
delic album, last year’s Let’s 
Take It To The Stage, the notes 
admonish certain “neegroid nas- 
ticators” who “lurk about with- 
in the realm of FUNKA- 


ham hock on your cot?! DELIA!” And in the title cut, 


flakes/Soul is the ring in your 
bath tub/Soul is a joint rolled in 
toilet paper/Man, soul is rusty 
ankles and ashy knee caps,” to 
the support of a singer hollering 
stock gospel cliches and another 
group of voices rumbling stoned- 
out Sly-style boom-boom- 
boom’s. 

Later that year the Parlia- 
ments re-emerged as Parlia- 
ment, with a bizarre album on 
Invictus called Osmium. Pro- 
duced by Clinton, in conjunc- 
tion with singer Ruth Copeland, 
the record was a concoction of 
psychedelia, spaced-out coun- 
try-gospel and rock. Osmium, 
however, failed to find an aud- 
ience and Parliament was 
shelved for almost five years 
while Clinton concentrated his 
creative energies solely on 
Funkadelic. 

The old Parliaments had 
haunted soul palaces on the 
heels of the Temptations and 
Contours; Funkadelic shared 
bills in the Motor City with the 
MC 5 and other local rock at- 
tractions. In black clubs like De- 
troit’s 20 Grand, the group was 
often advertised as the Parlia- 
ments, with crusty photographs 
showing the group in suits and 
processed hair. To those accus- 
tomed to tailored outfits and 
choreographed movements, the 
Funks were pretty weird stuff. 
With the audience expecting to 
see standard versions of “I Wan- 
na Testify” and “All Your Good- 
ies,” the- group would parade 
around on stage in jock straps, 
painted faces and gladiator hel- 
mets, while Clinton ‘straddled 
the microphone and intoned to a 





over a stock funk riff, Clinton 
lambastes James Brown, “talk- 
ing "bout you the Godfather/ 
Godmother/ Grandfather,” while 
a chorus chants, ““They’re laugh- 
in’ atcha’.”’ Clinton also directs 
jabs at Earth, Hot Air and No 
Fire, Slick and the Family Brick 
and the Crazy O’s. “Funk used 
to be a bad word . . . Everybody 
funkin’ and don’t know how.” 
Clearly, George Clinton is a man 
with balls. 

Funkadelic has been the out- 
let for free-form parody and 
funk, but Parliament, reactiva- 
ted in 1974 on Casablanca, is 
Clinton’s commercial groove. 
“Up For The Down Stroke” was 
a stock funk riff that reintro- 
duced the group with a commer- 
cial bang. The accompanying al- 
bum was more ambitious and 
may be Clinton’s most complete 
work: ‘Testify,’ “All Your 
Goodies” and “‘The Goose” are 
all redone in languorous tempos 
with all sorts of cosmic effects, 
while songs like “I Just Got Back 
From the Fantasy, Ahead of Our 
Time In The Four Lands Of E]l- 
let,” ‘Presence of a Brain” and 
“Whatever Makes Baby Feel 
Good” seem to combine the best 
elements of Funkadelic and 
Parliament. The two subse- 
quent Parliament albums have 
been more funk-oriented, and 
Clinton claims the latest, 
Mothership Connection, to be 
the first funk Opera. 

In recent months, the Parlia-

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Lost and found in the fusion field 


Can character be commercial?

The unprecedented onslaught 
of reissues has done wonders for 
the manner of sounds emanating 
from my turntable, but when 
you’ve got some of the cream 
(not to mention the curiosities) 
of jazz history to choose from, it 
becomes more difficult to at- 
tend to the business of contem- 
porary music. My ears tempor- 
arily rested from the echo- 
plexes, synthesizers, sequencers 
and shuffle bounces of recent 
times, a survey of the current 
terrain appears overdue; so, 
armed with stereo and several 
months of new releases, off I’ve 
run to the north woods for a 
listening vacation. What follows 
is my initial report, focusing pri- 
marily on younger musicians 
best known for their attempts at 
melding electric/acoustic and/or 
jazz/rock material. I don’t mean 
to imply that they are working 
out of a common bag, but most 
of their music would have been 
impossible without the rise of the 
modal improvisers, ‘and of John 
Coltrane in particular. 

Work in the - current fusion 
field (I still prefer the phrase 


“rock jazz”) doesn’t always en- 
tail a loss of individuality — as 
Jan Hammer's Make Love 
(MPS) attests. Recorded during 
Hammer’s European days (no 
dates are given, though I would 
guess 1968) but only now re- 
leased domestically, this club re- 
cording finds a pianist and or- 
ganist well versed in a wide 
range of modernisms and not un- 
willing, at appropriate moments 
in the blues pieces, to recall such 
cocktail preachers as Le 
McCann. Hammer also had 
more substantial piano models 
to draw on, and his organ tracks 
reveal him as an economical 
thinker placing content above ef- 
fects. George Mraz, also des- 
tined to make an impact on the 
American scene via Boston’s 
Berklee College, contributes 
stimulating bass. 

Time was to lead Hammer to 
the top of the rock jazz heap as 
keyboardist with the Mahavish- 
nu Orchestra, and as head of his 
own Jan Hammer Group he cur- 
rently produces the best work in 
the Maha manner. The on- 
ly problem, as evidenced on 
his quartet’s Oh, Yeah! (Nem- 
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peror), is that Maha music 
remains more style than sub- 
stance. The odd meters, jabber- 
ing conversations between lead 
instruments and synthetic ef- 
fects place unnecessary limits en 
Hammer as both a composer and 
a soloist. But those who still 
crave this sound should know 
that Fernando Saunders and 
Tony Smith are a lively rhythm 
team, Smith’s vocals are infre- 
quent and ignorable, and violin- 
ist Steve Kindler is a proper foil 
for the leader. Hammer here is 
more of an individual than in 
Munich, and one of the few true 
masters of the synthesizer. 

Two other popular European 
musicians, Michal Urbaniak and 
spouse Urszula Dudziak, have 
suffered what appears to be 
exactly the opposite evolution — 
once daring and unique musi- 
cians have been packaged and 
switched-on into blandness. 
Their joint MPS effort, Tribute 
to Komeda (circa 1971?), goes 
beyond anything the pair have 
done in their two years State- 
side. Actually, credit for realiz- 
ing this tribute to composer and 
Polish jazz father-figure 
Krzysztof Komeda (best known 
here for the soundtracks of 
several Roman Polanski films) 
must be shared with a group of 
versatile Eastern Europeans: 
Zbigniew Seifert on violin and 
alto sax; Tomasz Stanko, 
trumpet and a spot of piano; 
bassist Roman Dylag; and, a 
more familiar name, guitarist 
Attila Zoller. All of these men, 
plus Urbaniak (who wins the 
doubling prize with work on 
acoustic and electric violin, 
soprano and tenor sax), contri- 
bute arrangements that ex- 
pertly mix new music looseness 
with Komeda’s brooding Polish 
romanticism, and Dudziak adds 
some of her earliest and most 
chilling synthesized vocals. To 
turn then to Body English 
(Arista) by Urbaniak and 
Fusion, his aptly named band, is 
to find the talented couple 
hustled into bumping banalities 
and mixing board affectations, 
with only an occasional glimmer 
of hyperactive violin escaping 


from the soup. 

Another victim of the disco 
doldrums is guitarist Larry 
Coryell, a game but erratic whiz 
who has long suffered at- 
tempting to cash in commer- 
cially. Aspects (Arista) by Cor- 
yell’s band, the Eleventh House, 
is even more calculated than 
their past apings of the Maha- 
vishnu Orchestra. Having lost 
the unruly Alphonze Mouzon, 
the quintet now has Gerry Brown 
in the drum chair and, with 
bassist John Lee, the rhythmic 
foundations are oh-so-soulfully 
correct. Randy Brecker, called in 
to produce, imports the Brecker 
Brothers horns on several tired 
riffs that barely allow Coryell 
room for comment. Occasional 
raves (“Kowloon Jag,” key- 
boardist Mike Mandel’s 
“Woman of Truth and Future”) 
and a modest acoustic piece add 
variety but not much of mo- 
ment. Even his McLaughlin bag 
offered more of Coryell than this. 

Buried in the Eleventh House, 
however, is further proof that 
contemporary jazz players need 
not be nurtured on native soil. 
Trumpeter Terumasa Hino, now 
gigging with Coryell and others 
in New York, has the dexterity 
and brassy insistence of his most 
assertive American contem- 
poraries; and on Fuji (Catalyst) 
he leads a Japanese sextet 
totally capable of out-chanting 
Pharoah Sanders at his own 
game. Bassist Yoshio Ikeda and 
Kiyoshi Sugimoto’s electric yet 
lyrical guitar stand out. 
Catalyst, by the way, has 
initiated a Jazz from Japan 
series that features both Ameri- 
can artists and Far Eastern 
talent. 

David Liebman and Lookout 
Farm have incorporated rock 
into an improvising jazz situa- 
tion quite successfully, perhaps 
because rock’s simplified 
rhythmic patterns always as- 
sume a secondary role in the 
Trane-ishly intense modal com- 
positions. Occasionally, as in a 
Jazz Workshop set I caught this 
spring, the group’s high energy 
assaults become too mono- 
chromatic and glibly virtuosic,

but Lookout Farm’s members 
definitely know how to play 
together (they have entered their 
third year as a working unit) 
and, in their best moments, are 
well attuned to a variety of 
sources and emotions. 

Two recent albums by mem- 
bers of this band momentarily 
set aside the electric accoutre- 
ments. Forgotten Fantasies 
(Horizon) contains six duets by 
Liebman (alternating on alto 
flute, soprano sax and tenor sax) 
and pianist Richard Beirach. 
Compositional duties are shared 
and the tone, as to be expected 
in such pairings, is generally re- 
flective, though Liebman heats 
up in several spots. Beirach has 
never sounded better, and his 
chordal voicings fill the poten- 
tial void beautifully. Father 
Time (Enja), apparently re- 
corded between the band’s ECM 
and Horizon contracts last sum- 
mer, adds the Lookout Farm 
rhythm section (Frank Tusa, 
bass; Jeff Williams, drums; 
Badal Roy, tabla) for a program 
of Tusa compositions performed 
by various instrumental group- 
ings. Numerous moods are 
created here, from the folksy 
‘“‘“Gipsy Song’’ and gentle 
“Kristie’s Spirit” to the funky 
“Doin’ It” and all-out “String 
Beans.” Tusa’s fast and full- 
bodied bass work is the constant 
which links the six tracks. A 
much more satisfying set than 
Lookout Farm’s recent electric 
efforts, this album boasts some 
of the most intense Liebman on 
disc. 

A surprising interloper into 
Lookout Farm territory: is Sam 
Rivers. A neon cover and the 
addition of electric guitar and 
second percussionist to the usual 
Rivers trio make the multi- 
instrumentalist’s Sizzle 
(Impulse) appear highly sus- 
pect, but Rivers has taken all the 
accommodations in his familiar 
stride. Regular drummer Barry 
Altschul continually mixes up 
the dance rhythms, of the shift- 
ing into odd tempos for con- 
trast; he’s greatly aided by War- 
ren Smith’s vibes and drums. As 
usual, Ted Dunbar’s guitar 
sounds like a shadow (Dunbar 
has been not-quite-there on too 
many sessions to blame the engi- 
neer) but occasionally chimes in 
with provocative chords. Dave 
Holland, saddled with a few too 
many pedal points, adds some 
unexpected second leads on 
cello; and Rivers is everywhere 
— on flute, soprano sax; piano 
and tenor sax — and every- 
where wailing. 


Sizzle may be grounded in cur- 
rently popular rhythmic forms, 
but whereever possible Rivers 
follows the credo set down in the 
notes to his composition 
“Shadows” (on Folkway’s New 
American Music series, to be dis- 
cussed in a future column). This 
is ‘to let your emotions and 
musical ideas direct the course of 
the music, to let the sound of the 
music set up its own impe- 
tus....” A complete realiza- 
tion of this spontaneous im- 
provisation approach is-found on 
an album of duets entitled 
simply Dave Holland/Sam 
Rivers (Improvising Artists 
Inc.). The bassist is totally un- 
fettered here, supporting but 
also occasionally leading Rivers 
through torrential, side-long 
free-associations drawing on 
blues, bop and beyond. Rivers, 
among the handful of masters on 
each of his wind instruments, 
plays soprano and tenor. This 
timely complement to the more 
“commercial’’ Sizzle was pro- 
duced by Paul Bley, whose IAI 
label has other invaluable 
sounds to offer. But more on 
those, and others, next time.O

“The people have no time for 
butterflies 


On Eastern Standard Time.” - 


By “butterflies” Arlene Stone 
means poets and their poems, 
but the opening lines of “The 
Night They All Took Time to 
Praise the Farah Workers” may 
be unfair to people as well as to 
poets. There’s nothing delicate 
about Stone, who warns, “Stand 
back, you mother-fuckers,/ Let 
the poet pass.” And people may 
have more time and inclination 
for poetry than Stone allows. 
Sketchily reviewed below are 
some volumes of verse for which 
people ought to make time.

that fucking a boy is 
a kind of religious experi-

Alan Dugan’s Sequence (Dol- 
phin Editions, 23 pp, $2.50) is a 
series’ of irreverent letters, ad- 
dressed to the Greek poet, C.P. 
Cavafy, which expands into a 
wisecracking consideration of 
poetic immortality (dubious) 
and personal mortality, the 
nature of time, and the tug of 
war between culture and an- 
archy. The poet plays “the 
northern barbarian, Dugan’ to 
Cavafy’s eminently civilized aes- 
thete. While Cavafy celebrated 
an idealized homosexual love, 
Dugan details bumbling hetero- 
sexuality and contrasts rude ex- 
perience to a classical tradition 
of art. 


That tradition, ossified into 
academic pedantry, is the butt of 
many of Dugan’s best jokes. De- 
scribing a pedagogical stint of 
his own, he writes, “There was 
an attempt at the time/seriously 
to become civilized.” The osten- 
tatiously unsplit infinitive is a 
witty jab at prissy grammari- 
ans. Two short poems don the 
guise of footnotes, but their sub- 
jects are distinctly unscholarly. 
The first ends, “ ‘Fuck off, old 
man,’/ which I did, and the 
memory/ is a permanent part of 
my soul.” Here Dugan shows 
considerable sensitivity to 
rhythm as the appropriately 
harsh beats of the first of these 
lines modulate to the anapestic 
lull of the third, in imitation of 
the transition from experience to 
recollection. Sequence is enter- 
taining especially for the natural 
ease and ribald humor of Du- 
gan’s voice, which is very much a 





speaking one. You would do well 
to listen to it. 
* > + 
“Let the new sound in our 
streets be the patient sound 
Of your discourse.” 


Thus Richard Wilbur exhor- 
ted striking students at Wes- 
leyan, where the oft-honored 
poet teaches. For some (Dugan, 
perhaps), Wilbur’s discourse 
may he too patient, but this 
shouldn’t put you off his new 
book, The Mind-Reader (Har- 
court Brace Jovanovich, 67 pp, 
$6.95). True, there are times 
when he assumes quite banal 
rhetorical stances: “It is always a 
matter my darling,/Of life and 
death ....”; “There is nothing 
to do with a day except to live 
it.” In some of his occasional 
poems Wilbur suggests a bad 
Ben Jonson. But as a descrip- 
tive, pictorial poet, Wilbur is un- 
surpassed. He can capture the 
darting glitter of a goldfinch or 
the misty hush of the birth of 
spring. The variety of these 
poems is dazzling. Bruce Spring- 
steen might profit from reading 
these lines: 

“Or else that spume of music, 

wafted back 

Like a girl’s scarf or laughter, 

reaches me 

In adolescence and the Jer- 

sey night, 

Where a late car, tuned in to 

wild casinos, 

Guns past the quiet house to- 

wards my desire.” 

No need for Robert Altman to 
ery over the loss of Ragtime — he 
could easily direct ‘Piccola 
Commedia”: 


“As I gangled in at the door 
A pink girl, curled in a chair, 
Looked up with an ingenue 

stare. 
Screenland lay on the floor. 


“Amazed by her starlet’s pout 
And the way her eyebrows 
arched, 
I felt both drowned and 
parched. 
Desire leapt up like a trout. 


“ ‘Hello,’ she said, and her 
gum 
Gave a calculating crack.” 
The Mind-Reader is pri- 
marily concerned with frames: 
windows, mirrors, the edges the 
eye imposes on what it beholds, 
the moral contexts in which the 
mind construes experience. 
Frames are necessary if life is to 
be imbued with order, yet no 
frame, it seems, can do justice to

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Mindful Richard Wilbur 
the fullness and flux of life. The 
poet’s frames are meter and 
stanzaic form, and Wilbur ex- 
cels at both. Note how the 
rhymed quatrains of ‘Piccola 
Commedia” order the scene but 
never interfere with its seeming 
naturalness. Justice is done. 

Wilbur also includes some un- 
abashed trifles (“At the end a/ 
‘The Prisoner of Zenda’. . .”’) 
and translations from the French 
and Russian. Sylvia Plath fans 
will want The Mind-Reader for a 
poignant poem describing an 
awkward tea with Plath and her 
mother.

“day slips in like a dia- 

phragm ” 

Arlene Stone is a Sylvia Plath 
fan with the same flair for the 
lurid simile and, like Plath, ob- 
sessed with a Daddy who is dead 
and gone. She goes all out for 
shockers in The Image Maker 
(Plowshare Press, 122 pp, $3.95). 
These poems are ravenously 
sexual and bursting with a hat- 
red of men (“I hope your semen 
turns to laundry bluing, 
bleach”) equaled only by the 
poet’s hatred for herself. Her gro- 
tesque images are obscene not so 
much in and of themselves but 
because of the disgust they ex- 
press and deliberately provoke. 
And Stone’s obscenity has a 
cumulative, harrowing power. 

It is the power of a sensibility 
which, however ravaged, refuses 
to be dulled. Stone writes, “Said 
the shrink to me once ‘Perhaps 
they can’t stand/ the pain in 
you.” ” The marvel is that Stone 
can stand the pain and express it 
-in these exhausting but never ex-

hausted poems. In one she 
writes: 
“What do you look for 
in @ man you say 
a mind I 


“answer carelessly 
and only later 
. . . Passion.” 
The title of The Mind-Reader 
speaks for itself; The Image 
Maker is all passion.

bala! 
Is that you?” 


I knew nothing about Ar- 
menian poetry (except Aram 
Saroyan’s, several generations 
removed and in English) until a 
Professor Chrakian, the vol- 
ume’s editor and translator, sent 
me Avedick Issahakian’s Scent 
Smile and Sorrow: Selected 
Verse (1891-1957) and Jottings 
from Notebooks (Library of Ar- 
menian Studies, 80 pp, $4.95). 
One of these poems is entitled 
“You Do Not Understand” and 
no, I guess I don’t. Issahakian is 
said to have been the greatest 
Armenian poet of this century, 
but I am hard put to detect 
greatness in lines such as ““What- 


ever he be, man, in spirit,/ Proudt, 


and free ought always be.” These 
poems are full of “cosmic yearn- 
ings,” longing for the homeland, 
imprecations against the Turks 
(whom Professor Chrakian flails 
in his footnotes) and imagery 
that is almost always general- 
ized and vague. Perhaps it’s im- 
possible to be a compelling folk 
poet in the 20th century — we 
demand the particular and per- 
sonal — or perhaps the culture

gap is widened still further by 
Professor Chrakian’s transla- 
tions. I have no way of judging 
their fidelity, but they do sound 
stilted. Still, there are a few 
interesting poems (‘Midst black 
clouds, frenzied thunder- 
bursts,” “Oh, would that I were 
not born”) and the book is cer- 
tainly curious.

Selected Poems of Nazim 
Hikmet (trans. by Randy 
Blasing and Muttu Konuk, 
Persea Books, 86 pp, $3.95) is 
one of the most exhilarating col- 
lections of poems I have ever 
read. Like Issahakian, Hikmet 
was a patriot who suffered im- 
prisonment and exile, but his 
poetry overflows with exuber- 
ance and detail. Whereas Issaha- 
kian looked to the past, Hikmet 
sang the present. His is a per- 
sonal voice rather than a 
people’s, and what a person! 
Even at the end of an 11-year 
stretch in jail he could write, in 
“Some Advice to Those Who 
Will Serve Time in Prison,” 
“also, don’t forget to laugh 
heartily.” 

I couldn’t stop laughing as I 
read and re-read “‘Gioconda and 
Si-Ya-U,” a long fantasy about 
the disappearance of the Mona 
Lisa, who falls in love with a Chi- 
nese Communist and absconds 
to Shanghai. La Gioconda keeps 
a diary which begins, “At last I 
am bored with the Louvre 
Museum.”’ When a careless 
guard neglects to shut a win- 
dow, all the Flemish nudes come 
down with the sniffles. Beneath 
tite whimsy lurks quite a serious 
poem about the West and the 
East, capitalism and commu- 
nism (Hikmet was a devout 
Marxist) and the relation of art 
to politics. Much of Hikmet’s 
poetry is political, but it’s never 
simply propagandist — his heart 
and humor forbade that. These 
translations are so colloquial one 
forgets one isn’t reading the ori- 
ginals, and this is a glorious 
book. 





A Welfare Mother 
makes poverty personal

A WELFARE MOTHER by 
Susan Sheehan; Houghton 
Mifflin; 109 pp; $6.95. 


The woman whose biography 
this is will never read it. She has 
neither the ability nor inclina- 
tion. For that matter, the people 
who do read this book — and it 
should be read — would other- 
wise have neither the inclina- 
tion nor the opportunity to know 
the woman it describes. Which is 
why A Welfare Mother is such 
important journalism. 

What Susan Sheehan has done 
— first in the New Yorker and 
now in book form — is simply to 
record, unblinkingly and with- 
out rhetoric, the life and times of 
Carmen Santana, a Puerto Ri- 
can mother of nine in her 40s 
who has lived on public assis- 
tance ($594 a month) in New 
York City since 1963. That such 
a book could be such a public 


service says much about our 
society, in which the poor are 
either invisible — to the af- 
fluent more apt to visit Europe 
than Brooklyn or Dorchester — 
or romanticized — by some who 
would be their champions. 
Having spent two-and-a-half 
years with her subject, Sheehan 
offers a rare portrait, unvar- 
nished by preconceptions, of 
poverty as it is. In doing so she 
humanizes people shrouded in 
stereotype and provides a greater 
understanding of the poverty 
cycle than innumerable studies 
and essays. 

To summarize A Welfare 
Mother is to risk lapsing into the 
cliches it so successfully avoids. 
But it is important to point out a 
few things. Mrs. Santana is not 
unusual in her neighborhood, not 
the upwardly mobile exception 
to whom a middle-class journal- 
ist might easily have gravitated. 
She was raised in a small Puerto

Rican town of tin-roof shacks 
without plumbing (which the 
author and she visit) and came 
to New York because of rumors 
of opportunity. It is Sheehan’s 
eye for detail, not anything ex- 
ceptional about her subject, 
which makes Mrs. Santana come 
alive.

Sheehan writes, in what could 
be called the book’s theme, 
“Mrs. Santana makes little ef- 
fort to dominate the circum- 
stances of her life.”” Most of Mrs. 
Santana’s nine children were not 
planned — indeed, even while 
attempting to use birth control 
she became pregnant. She lives 
near a supermarket but never 
takes advantage of its specials, 
preferring to shop instead at a 
next-door Puerto Rican ‘‘bo- 
dega”’» where her language is 
spoken and credit dispensed 
until “check day.” Her meals, 
like her days, are planned one at 
a time. Writes Sheehan: “Mrs. 
Santana has never been to the 
Empire State building, Radio 
City Music Hall or any of New 
York City’s other tourist attrac- 
tions.... She has never sub- 
scribed to a magazine, owned a 
car or bought insurance.” 

Such details accumulate to 
form a picture of a woman only 
marginally related to the society 
which maintains her at a subsis- 
tence level but does little more. 
Why does she not do for herself? 
Sheehan’s book shows us, in 
reply to such challenges, a 
woman totally ill-equipped even 








to begin considering changing 
the conditions of her life. And 
her children — a pregnant 13- 
year-old and a 15-year-old drug 
addict among them — appear 
the same: they do not benefit 
from school if they attend; they 
can barely read; they are being 
groomed for welfare. 

Sheehan avoids the trap of 
suggesting solutions although, in 
a way, she provides a starting 
point for dealing with poverty 
merely by making Carmen San- 
tana real to middle-class Ameri- 
cans. Carmen Santana and her 
children do not understand the 
rudiments of American society, 
and the institutions with which 
they come into contact.— the 
welfare office and the schools, 
chiefly — do little to change 
that. Perhaps schools should 
give courses in filling out job ap- 
plications, or in how to shop for 
groceries. The Santana family 
would benefit. 

Susan Sheehan did not set out 
to end poverty, only to docu- 
ment it. And she has done so in 
the tradition of Robert Coles, 
James Agee and Henry Roth. 
She has done her part. Others 
must do theirs. oO 
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Never has she looked lovelier. 
Using genuine despiar to break 
out of a cocoon of deception, she 
rails at her daughter, her mo- 
ther, Sidonie and Marlene, who 
have all come to wish her well. 
She speaks what she feels: that 
everyone around her is a para- 
site, that they all feed off her, 
and, finally, that she is a les- 
bian. Although she says she 
doesn’t ‘want to live, her suf- 
fering has given her a ferocious 
strength. 

Petra regains her composure. 
In bed, with the lights off so that 
the cool decadence of her room’s 
trappings disappears, she gropes 
for the lesson of her experience. 
She is purged: the ritual of pos- 
session, slavery and torture has 
left her free and clean. But as all 
Fassbinder characters know, 
“people need each other,” and 
she reaches out again, this time 
to the mute Marlene, another 
who has doted on anguish. Petra 
is full of apology, humility; she 
offers Marlene freedom and 
equality and beckons to her with 
the same words with which she 
opened her seduction of Karin: 
“Tell me all about yourself.” Un- 
willing to reverse the master- 
slave relationship and loath to 
enter another like those she has 
witnessed and suffered through, 
Marlene packs and departs, 
leaving Petra with a wry, rather 
contented smile on her face and 
“The Great Pretender” warb- 
ling from the stereo. 

Like many of Fassbinder’s 
films, Petra von Kant is a pene- 
trating study of the power shifts 
that occur in love relationships 
— and a drama of class struggle. 
These paired themes run 
throughout the Bavarian wun- 
derkind’s work. In Fox and His 
Friends, a plug-ugly son of the 
working class wins a lottery and 
is able to use his new-found fi- 
nancial clout to take up with 
Eugen, a prissy upper-class lov- 
er. Inevitably, the shift of power 
occurs: Eugen spends Fox's mon- 
ey and leave him in the gutter. 
Petra von Kant, ever the capi- 
talist, believes she can buy the 
lower-class Karin, but Karin 
turns the tables, purchasing Pe- 
tra with a coin as weighty as sil- 
ver: sex. In Ali—Fear Eats the 
Soul, a 60-year old scrubwo- 
man, Emmi, offers a home and 
companionship to Ali, a virile 
Moroccan emigrant 20 years her 
junior, in exchange for his love. 
For a time they are drawn to- 
gether by the ostracism they suf- 
fer at the hands of Emmi’s 
friends (once again there is life in 
suffering), but when the neigh- 
bors decide Emmis all right af- 
ter all, the power shifts and Ali 
becomes a toy to her, a hunk of 
foreign beefcake who can regain 
her tenderness only by falling 
desperately ill. As Fassbinder 
has said, “After seeing Douglas 
Sirk’s films I am more con- 
vinced than ever that love is the 
best, most insidious, most ef- 
fective instrument of social re- 
pression.” 


Admiration of Sirk permeates 
his movies; in fact, although a 
kind of rough draft of it is de- 
livered in Fassbinder’s The 
American Soldier, the plot of Ali 
is lifted largely from Sirk’s All 
That Heaven Allows (1955), in 
which the older Jane Wyman 
falls for her strapping young 
gardener, Rock Hudson, and in- 
cites bitter enmity of the whole 
town. But what Fassbinder 
prizes most in Sirk is his use of 
seductive, appealing melo- 
drama to sweeten the bitterness 
of social criticism and of stylis- 
tic effects both to distance the 
audience from the action (evok- 
ing a feeling for structures and 
messages instead of just tears) 
and to provide a counterpoint 
that comments on it. 

Fassbinder’s films save them- 
selves from soap opera by means 





of vigorous, almost obtrusive 
stylization and a dark self-paro- 
dic humor. Some touches are 
borrowed directly from Sirk: the 
bold, expressionistic use of col- 
or, mirrors used as prosceniums 
which comment on the action by 
reflecting it differently (again 
distancing us from it), tracking 
shots which glide away from the 
action to survey a room while the 
main conversation continues 
(and thus point up the talk’s hol- 
lowness), and screens divided by 
obtrusive objects which sepa- 
rate characters already at odds. 
In Petra von Kant, for instance, 
we find Karin, who is about to 
leave Petra, standing trium- 
phantly upright against the 
backdrop of a bright red, flesh- 
filled Correggio print that domi- 
nates the room (remarking, in its 
lush paean to life and health, on 
the icy sterility of Petra’s en- 
vironment). A beam from a shelf 
in the foreground divides the 
frame, and in the lower half we 
view the crushed, ashen-faced 
Petra, lying in defeat in a grey- 
white tangle of soiled bedsheets. 

Such methods may seem 
heavy-handed, and at times they 
are: in The Merchant of Four 
Seasons a faithful wife is prop- 
ositioned as she stands in front of 
the display window of a bridal 
shop. But Fassbinder’s formal- 
ism goes beyond Sirk’s social 
commentary to explore the very 
nature of narrative cinema. His 
symbols are everywhere, poin- 
ting to the action, laughing at it, 
questioning it. Throughout Pe- 
tra von Kant mannequins are 
positioned in a kind of illustra- 
tive dance that climaxes during 
Petra’s drunken agony when the 
camera pulls back to show two 
bald, naked figures making a 
lifeless mockery of a lovers’ em- 
brace in her bed. 

Fassbinder’s camerawork and 
staging are also eloquent. His 
camera dances and caresses dur- 
ing seduction sequences, and his 
accursed characters are often 
seen trapped in frames foreshor- 
tened by closing doors or dark 
staircases. The camera’s eye lin- 
gers on scenes long after the ac- 
tion has ceased in order to em- 
phasize the silent anxiety that 
courses through this claustro- 
phobic world — and to make us 
look twice. 

In case we’re not, Fassbinder 
usually provides someone who is: 
a witness, a silent chorus. In Fox 
and His Friends it’s Max, the 
mysterious antique dealer who 
always seems to know what’s 
about to happen. In Petra von 
Kant it’s Marlene, of course. In 
the bizarre and hilarious final 
scene of The American Soldier, 
the hero’s mother stares blankly 
as his brother takes a flying leap 
and, in an inexplicable fit of 
homosexual, necrophiliac incest 
(!), makes mad slow-motion love 
to the protagonist’s bullet- 
riddled corpse. 

This is Fassbinder’s idea of a 
good joke; perverse buffoonery is 
integral to his style. Again, how- 
ever, he has a purpose: the hu- 
morous, stiff tableaux in which 
he places his actors, their often 
stilted speech and exaggerated 
expressions of emotion (in 
American Solder, The Mer- 
chant of Four Seasons and Petra 
von Kant, frustrated characters 
crush goblets in their bare 
hands; in Ali, one of them kicks 
in a TV set) provide an ironic 
subtext that forces us to ques- 
tion the melodrama, the empty 
language it’s couched in, the mo- 
tives of the characters. His films 
burst with some of cinema’s sub- 
tlest portraits of the liars and 
hypocrites that populate his — 
and our — world. 

But his cold, august formal- 
ism and ruthless laughter mask a 
deeply felt compassion. For 
Fassbinder the powerful always 
betray a streak of helplessness, 
even innocence (Petra), and the 
innocent and helpless always 
manage to wield cruel power 
(Emmi). Fassbinder’s world is a 
sad place in which no one ever 
wins. His misfits seek love, but it 


palls when they find it. In Mer- 
chant, Ali, Petra von Kant and 
Fox, all essentially love stories, 
characters move restlessly back 
from current to previous 
only to find their old relation- 
ships as unfulfilling as the new. 
Never knowing where to find 
life’s hidden rewards, these 
haunted creatures seek ‘comfort 
and ease, but these rob them of 
good fortune, whether it be Fox’s 
lottery winnings, squandered on 
lessons in swank living, or the 
fortunate love of Ali and Emmi, 
which begins to die as their 
friends accept it. When Hans, 
the Merchant of Four Seasons, 
manages to expand his business 
and earn the respect of his fam- 
ily, he finds his life has gone 
empty and drinks himself to 
death. 

Still, Fassbinder’s films offer 
hope. Their urgent message is 
that the world is not as it ap- 
pears, that we must examine it 
again and again to find the com- 
monality of our pain and our de- 
sires. Otherwise all enterprises 
are doomed, their downfall de- 
termined by the laws of politics, 
sex and the universe. Fassbin- 
der’s movies are extraordinarily 
contemporary: in their perfectly 
composed structures we view the 
glistening, grabby surfaces of our 
era and, beneath them, a floun- 
dering but vital humanity. O

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rarely play), Renoir gracefully 
makes the customary Bohemian 
critique of marriage as a confin- 
ing routine in which love and 
sexuality soon wither. Both the 
mother and her engaged 
daughter breathlessly seize a 
moment to escape their lots, and 
the moment stays with them. 
Throughout his career, right up 
to the last scene of his last film, 
The Little Theater of Jean Re- 
noir, Renoir has shown an un- 
mistakable, almost romantic, 
sympathy and affection for adul- 
tery as an exhilarating libera- 
tion. 

La Chienne takes a similar 
view but is much more ambig- 
uous. Simon’s wife is a shrew 
whom at first he avoids by sil- 
ently enduring her diatribes 
about the foolishness of his hob- 
by as a Sunday painter and the 
superiority of her first husband, 
who ostensibly died a war hero. 
At work, Simon is the target of a 
certain amount of teasing be- 
cause he is so quiet. But under- 
neath his dull and placid exter- 
ior, Simon is filled, it turns out, 
with ordinary lusts and rages, 
and he ingeniously extricates 
himself from his marriage when 
his wife’s first husband shows up 
and tries to blackmail him. He 
thus frees himself, he thinks, to 
live with the tawdry whore he 
has taken as his mistress. But his 
escape into vulgar sexuality is 
abruptly cut short: he discovers 
that the whore actually loathes 
him and loves instead her bru- 
tal, exploiting pimp. Like M. 
Lange, another apparent 
milquetoast, he suddenly finds it 
quite easy to kill. The comedy of 
escape turns into a tragedy. 

Yet Simon finally does achieve 
freedom when he allows the mur- 
der to be pinned on the pimp and 
he becomes a bum, sharing the 
streets, at the end, with his 
wife’s first husband. Renoir is as 
even-handed in his treatment of 
this change of status as he will be 
of the Germans in The Grand II- 
lusion or the nobility and the 
king in La Marseillaise. He fol- 
lows the principle, which he put 
in the mouth of a character he 
himself played in The Rules of 
the Game, that “everyone has 
his reasons,” and he condemns 
almost no one for bad faith even 
while he sympathizes with those 
who attempt to withdraw from 
the society which endures pre- 
cisely because some people have 
reasons to maintain and defend 
it.

Yet there is a hint in Renoir’s 
films of a mournful and perhaps 
unconscious pessimism about 
the possibility of escape: Per- 
haps the clearest evidence is in 
the original treatment for The 
Grand Illusion, which was to 
have included an epilogue show- 
ing that the French officers who 
escaped from the German pri- 
son and, soit seemed, from the 
illusions of war, nationality and 
class, do not reunite, as they had 
agreed, on Christmas Day at 
Maxim’s after the war is over. 
Presumably they have been 
caught up again in the con- 
straints of ordinary social life. 
Simon’s fate in La Chienne is 
equally ambiguous, for in his 
pursuit of freedom he has lost — 
indeed, killed — the woman he 
loved, lost his job and become a 
bum, thus escaping one set of 
traps only in exchange for others. 
M. Lange also gets away with 
murder, in this case defending a 
reformed social order, but he 
himself must leave it and flee in- 
to the anxious uncertainties of 
exile. If Renoir is so equable in 
his treatment of nearly all his 
characters, it is perhaps be- 
cause he is at bottom too fatalis- 
tic to suppose that any of them, 
rich or poor, aristocrat or com- 
moner, wife or whore, can do 
anything of real significance to 
elude the snares of society.

costumes. A taxi driver, Robert 
De Niro-lookalike Tom Wright, 
is decked out in suspenders, 
hack hat and inflatable muscles. 
The delirious bourgeois family 
that employs his services con- 
sists of a prim, disparaging Fa- 
ther (Dana Evans), a dizzy Mo- 
ther in checkerboard skirt and 
chicken-feather chapeau (Bob- 
bie Graham), and an incorrigib- 
ly early-blooming, bloomer-clad 
Daughter (Heather -Reynolds). 
The taxi driver is a cheery sort 
who confides that the difficulty 
of hailing taxis in a mushroom- 
ing city drove him from the hec- 
tic life of a doorman to the cozy 
confines of his own cab. Mean- 
while, in the backseat, the par- 
ents bicker, complain and la- 
ment the romance they lost when 
success catapulted them from 
subway to cab. The daughter re- 
ferees their rows with a taxi 
whistle while musing upon the 
wonders of city and self. All this 
is set to tinkly musie by Donald 
Sosin, who plays a calliope-like 
RMI piano and occasionally 
kicks the bass drum for empha- 
sis. His songs are not what you'd 
call memorable, but this avant- 
garde circus music — with its 
out-of-whack rhythms and terse, 
non-melodic (by traditional 
standards) phrases sounds 
like a Child’s Garden of Marc 
Blitzstein and effectively com- 
bines the beeping of city life with 
a jaunty ragtime feel. Unfortu- 
nately, there’s a sameness to it 
all, and Allan Albert’s libretto is, 
if occasionally brilliant, gener- 
ally banal. “Wonderful Day,” a 
tune about the hazards of house- 
wifery, is amusing, but torpor 
sets in shortly thereafter. 
Though there is some germin- 
al suggestion of Scorsese’s Taxt 
Driver (the show is billed as a be- 
nign version of the film), the taxi 
metaphor fails here to illumin- 
ate either urban ills or the 
neuroses of the nuclear family.

George Clinton’s deranged vis- 
ion. 

An obvious question is how, at 
age 35, has Clinton been able to 
sustain his continually creative 
and fresh approach. “The thing 
is, getting there first. When you 
put yourself in a position of fol- 
lowing others, you’re always gon- 
na lose it. I’m always looking for 
something different. Bootsy’s al- 
bum was intentionally silly. I 
just wanted it to be like a car- 
toon and appeal to a very young 
audience. Right now I’m trying 
to come up with something for 
Eddie Hazel’s album, a gim- 
mick that will help it get over. If 
I ever got to the point where I 
was stuck in my ways and we 
just weren’t moving anywhere, 
I'd quit. 

“Right now we’re working on 
our fall tour,” he says. “The 
Parliament album was the first 
funk opera and this fall we’re go- 
ing to present that on stage. 
We’re going to use a lot of the 
elaborate stage effects that white 
groups use — space ships flying 
around, lighting, the whole bit. 
But it also won’t be anything too 
formal. Sometimes the band has 
trouble with the Parlia- 
ment/Funkadelic thing anyway. 
I have to keep reminding them 
that they’re just one band. Our 
minds are definitely Funka- 
delic. If we get the right crowd 
we just go off. We’ve done a lot of 
weird shit on stage when we’ve 
got the right folks in the aud- 
ience.” 

Back at the Amphitheater, 
George has directed the band 
through the whole show.
